Beauty versus Utility 


A remarkable interest seems to be taken in the question 
of the fixity of type among the Guernseys. It is surely en- 
couraging to see the excellent work along the line of produc- 
tion that is being done among the Guernseys and to see this 
cropping out here and there in the breed. It can reasonably 
indicate that this characteristic is being well established. 
Even back in the early history of the Island we find the 
Islanders rating their cow as “The Old-Time Yellow and 
White Cow,—The Farmers’ Dairy Cow.” 

It may be true that there has not been a great deal of at- 
tention paid to the breeding for a uniform type, but is not 
this from one standpoint a fortunate feature? The laying 
of the other excellent foundation gives the breeder of today 
and the future an excellent opportunity to work on. A 
prominent breeder once remarked: “To me the Guernseys 
are the most interesting of all the breeds to breed. Their 
lack of fixity of type is far from being detrimental. It 
makes our problems and our future all in front of us. The 
fixing of a definite type becomes most interesting work.” 

That there has been some improvement made along the 
line of better conformity, and more uniformity of character- 
istics is not to be doubted. Let us hope that the conser- 
vative work which has been done in the past will character- 
ize the future so that the productive qualities now so well 
established will not be impaired. 
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Close of Volume of Herd Register 


The registrations of bulls and cows published in this issue 
carries that of the bulls to 27000, that of the cows to 48000 


and the A. R. to 2500. This closes Volume 28 of the Herd 
Register. 


During the months in which the register has been pub- 


lished in the Journal, there have been saved a certain num- 


ber of extra forms.

terand therefore, 
the most popular strain 
of Guernsey cattle in 
America to-day has 
been developed at 
Langwater Farms, No. 
Easton, Massachusetts. 
Not only has Mr. F. 
Lothrop Ames, the pro- 
prietor, through his care- 
ful study of the Guern- 
sey been able in the 
last ten years to bring 
together, breed and de- 
velop many of the lead- 
ing producers of the 
breed, but he has also 
developed a type of ani- 
mal that holds first place in the show ring. Not the least 
among the many factors which have made up his success was 
the purchase from H. McK. Twombly in October, 1903, of 
the eight months old calf Imp. King of the May 9001, A. R. 
72, who is still on the place and used intensively for service. 
This great bull was sired by Imp. May Rose King 8336, sire 
of one advanced register son and nineteen advanced register 
daughters among whom are the animals Rosa Rubra 17327 
A. R. 1741 with 14,329.15 pounds of milk and 788.89 pounds 
of butter fat, and Florham Daisy 18115 A. R. 792 with 
14,876.60 pounds of milk and 747.08 pounds of butter fat. 
His dam, Imp. Itchen Daisy 3d 15630 A. R. 100 has two re- 
cords, one of 9,958.70 pounds of milk and 533.83 pounds of 
butter fat as a two year old, and 13,636.80 pounds of milk and 
714.10 pounds of butter fat as a four and a half year old, and 
is the dam of Florham Daisy mentioned above, who is a full 
sister to King of the May, Langwater Dairymaid 26377 A. R. 
1460 with a record of 11,782.90 pounds of milk and 631.50 
pounds of butter fat., Itchen Daisy’s May King of Lang- 
water 17349, who sold for $1,800 at birth and Ne Plus Ultra 
15265, who sold for $1,200 at birth. This cow with the ex- 
ception of her son, King of the May, has undoubtedly exerted 
a greater influence in the herd than any other one animal. 
King of the May, himself, has ten advanced register daugh- 
ters, and two advanced register sons, his best daughter being 
Langwater Hope 27946 A. R. 1978, who as a two and a half 
year old leads the class with a record of 15,078.8 pounds of 
milk and 773.59 pounds of butter fat. Running. She is the 
dam of Langwater Mary who won second prize in her class at 
Framingham and the National Dairy Show and third prize at 
Brockton in 1912. Langwater Hope’s dam, Imp. Itchen Lily 
5th 23540, has one other daughter in the advanced register 
which is Imp. Langwater Lily 26606 A. R. 1409, with a record 
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of 7,739.20 pounds of 
milk and 427.17 pounds 
of butter fat as a two 
year old. * 

His next best daugh- 
ter is Langwater Doro- 
thy 27944 A. R. 1822, 
who has a two year old 
record of 13022.7 pounds 
of milk and 649.78 lbs. 
of butter fat. She has 
just completed a three 
and one half year gld 
record of 16099.7 lbs. of 
milk and 781.65 pounds 
butter fat, having carried 
a calf during seven 
months of her period of 
testing. This is the larg- 
est Advanced Register 
record of any cow of the breed who has carried a calf for 
seven months. Her dam, Imp. La Belle Petite 18114 A. R. 
793, made, as a three year old, 12311.2 pounds of milk and 
547.80 pounds of butter fat. 

His next best daughter is Langwater Rosie 21333 A. R. 
1563, who as a five year old made 15,083.00 pounds of milk 
and 724.23 pounds of butter fat, and was second prize aged 
cow and won the Grassland Farms cup at Framingham 1911. 
She also won second prize in a one day test and second in the 
Inheritance, Breeding and Production class at Framingham 
in 1912. She is the dam of Rose of Langwater 24204 A. R. 
1445 who as a two year old made 12,966.50 pounds of milk 
and 669.89 pounds of butter fat. Her dam was the great Imp. 
Hayes Rosie 15476 A. R. 116 with 14,633.08 pounds of milk 
and 714.31 pounds of butter fat and dam of one advanced 
register son and two advanced register daughters. 

His next best daughter is Langwater Princess 22138 A. R. 
1044 with a record of 12,280.50 pounds of milk and 651.19 
pounds of butter fat holding third place in her class as a two 
year old, and was third prize aged cow at Brockton, highly 
commended at Framingham and fifth prize junior advanced 
register cow at the National Dairy Show in 1912. Her dam, 
Imp. Princess Rhea 2d 16090 A. R. 433, has-a record of 
7,073.83 pounds of milk and 393.06 pounds of butter fat made 
as a two year old. 

His next best daughter is Langwater May Queen 22141 
A. R. 1043 who as a two year old made 11,275.70 pounds of 
milk and 592.84 pounds of butter fat, and was fourth prize 
aged cow at the National Dairy Show and at Brockton in 
1912. She is the dam of Langwater May Queen 2d 34754, 
who milked over forty five pounds of milk a day with her first 
calf, and Langwater Pencoyd 21830, sold to Roberts Brothers, 
Bala, Pennsylvania, where he is being used on their young 
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stock. Her dam, Langwater Heiress 19142, is a daughter of 
Imp. Hayes Rosie 15476 mentioned above. 

His next best daughter is Langwater Daisy 22139 A. R. 
1042, who as a two year old made 10,710.30 pounds of milk 
and 557.55 pounds of butter fat, and was sixth prize Junior 
advanced register cow at the National Dairy Show in 1912. 
Her dam, Imp. Melanie of Goodnestone 3d 15485 A. R. 253, 
as a two year old made 7,415.50 pounds of milk and 387.76 
pounds of butter fat. 

His next best daughter was Langwater May Rose 19143 
A. R. 683, who as a two year old made 9,212.50 pounds of 
milk, and 530.06 pounds of butter fat. Her dam, Imp. Royal 
Rose of Easton 15483 A. R. 147, has a record of 9,576.90 lbs. 
of milk and 517.80 lbs. of butter fat as a three year old, and is 
dam of one advanced register son and two advanced register 
daughters, one of whom is Langwater May Rose and the 
other Langwater Milkmaid mentioned below. 

His next best daugh- 
ter is Langwater Felois 
19146 A. R. 684 who as 
atwo year made 9,445.- 
90 pounds of milk and 
529.81 pounds of butter 
fat. She is the dam of 
Langwater Felois 2d 
31569 who asa two year 
old made 9,685.10 Ibs. 
of milk and 552.73 lbs. 
of butter fat and was 
first prize two year old 
at Brockton and the 
National Dairy Show 
and second prize at 
Framingham in 1912. 
Her dam Imp. Hayes 
Felois 2d 15478 A. R. 
423 has a record of 7267.- 
83 pounds of milk and 
384.15 pounds of butter 
fat, and is the dam of 
two advanced register 
cows. 

His next best daugh- 
ter is Langwater Milkmaid 27942 A. R. 1527 who as a two 
year old made 9,550.20 pounds of milk and 510.05 pounds of 
butter fat, and was the first prize three year old at Framing- 
ham and Brockton, and third prize at the National Dairy 
Show in 1912. Her dam, Imp. Royal Rose of Easton 15483, 
was mentioned above under Langwater May Rose. 

His next best daughter is Sister Sue of Langwater 21335, 
record 10290.7 pounds of milk and 469.60 pounds of butter 
fat as an aged cow. 

His next best daughter is Hayes Queen May 21052 A. R. 
675, who as a two year old made 7,904.3 pounds of milk and 
406.94 pounds of butter fat and is the dam of Queen May of 
Ingleside 23596 A. R. 1135, who as a two year old made 
5,287.00 pounds of milk and 309.02 pounds of butter fat. 

Beside the above mentioned daughters, King of the May 
has the following who are under test: 

Langwater Pauline 33566, as a three year old, 2345.9 lbs. 
of milk and 114.04 lbs. of butter fat in 59 days. 

Langwater Francaise 35751, 5193.0 pounds milk and 218.19 
pounds butter fat as a two year old in 164 days. 

Langwater Pride 35752, 1344.0 pounds milk and 57.93 
pounds fat in 37 days as a two year old.

This cow also stands 
third in the three and 
one half year old class 
with a record of 15008.2 pounds milk and 751.62 pounds fat. 
Another grand-daughter is Langwater Dairymaid 26377, 
A. R. 1460, record as a two year old, 11782.9 pounds milk and 
631.50 pounds butter fat. Other grand-daughters who have 
been tested are as follows : 

Langwater Nancy 27943, 10913.9 pounds milk and 630.60 
pounds butter fat at two years. 

Langwater Felois I] 31569, 9685.1 pounds milk and 552.73 
pounds butter fat as a two year old. 

May Belle of Linda Vista 29679, who stands fourth in the 
two and one half year old class with a record of 11,985.8 
pounds of milk and 652.20 pounds butter fat. 

These grand-daughters seem to be breeding on, and pro- 
ducing as well, if not better than his daughters, which shows 
the prepotency of this great bull as a sire.

at Langwater and hold advanced register records of 669.89 
and 670.12 pounds of butter fat respectively.—H.

New Members of American Guernsey Cattle Club 


Lewis, Ray, West Salem, Wis.

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I am aware that I have chosen a subject which exceeds my 
ability to present to you, and probably your patience as an 
audience to receive. Nevertheless, there is something about 
record making of any kind which appeals to a very primal 
instinct in man. The announcement of a world’s record, 
whether it be an altitude flight for aeroplanes or a deep dive 
for submarines, is a matter of universal interest, and justifies 
cable tolls to the uttermost parts of the world. So I think 
any effort to exceed what has been done before makes a 
powerful and gripping appeal to men who have the fighting 
spirit in them. 


When the first records were announced, I donot know. It 
was, I think, back in years that were sometimes characterized 
as the “‘Jersey craze,’’ in the late 70’s or early 80’s, that there 
began to be announced to a rather incredulous public a series 
of records, mostly for a short time, one, three or seven days, 
and all expressed in pounds of butter. It was very soon seen 
that these records would not obtain anything like the cre- 
dence from the public that they were entitled to. They were 
strictly ex parte matters; no one was present to witness the 
performance except the very much interested owner; and the 
owners very naturally took every possible advantage that 
could be taken of the conditions surrounding the record. I 
suppose without any doubt that the credit for removing this 
difficulty first rests with the Holstein Fresian Association, 
who began sometime in the 90’s to have their tests supervised, 
first by a representative of their club, and then, when they 
found that while it answered as between their breeders it 
didn’t necessarily answer as between their breed and other 
breeds, they called in the Experiment Stations to assist in 
performing these tests. 


These records, as I said, were expressed in pounds of butter, 
and that was an unsatisfactory condition because it resulted 
in a partnership competition, in which the butter-maker 
played a not unimportant part. About 1890 Dr. Babcock 
invented, and with a generosity that deserves praise wherever 
his name is mentioned dedicated to the public, a process 
which made available to everyone a simple, accurate and 
efficient means of determining the butter fat content of milk. 


In 1899 the American Guernsey Cattle Club organized 


what is known as “‘Home Butter Fat Tests.’”’ Now, in pass- 
ing, I want to call your attention to that word “Home,” 
showing that as long ago as that it was recognized that the 
proper place for a cow to demonstrate her ability at the pail 
was at home and not at a fair or exhibition as had been the 
case In so many of the previous records. We still adhere to 
that; we still submit to the mature judgment of the public 
that no record made at a fair can possibly be made under 
normal conditions. We have set our face like flint against 
that practice, and we hope that in time the public will be 
sufficiently educated to forever eliminate that particular form 
of foolishness. 


These butter fat tests in 1899 met with considerable suc- 
cess; in fact, they met with some rather surprising successes. 
They were simply home tests. The man did nothing but send 
a sample of milk to the Experiment Station to have it checked 
up. It was still the ex parte test I have spoken of before; 
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but there were two cows that made over 700 pounds of butter 
fat; one 782, one 710; and four or five that made 600 or very 
near to it. It was advisable, of course, that these records be 
made authentic; and the next year,1900, these home tests, as 
they were called, were continued, with a test made by an 
Experiment Station inspector; in exactly the same form as 
the modern advanced register. That brought us to 1901, 
when it was a simple proposition to adopt the advanced 
register, which simply meant setting a low water mark on 
these home tests below which the test would not be accepted 
as a record. The low water mark was set at substantially a 
pound of butter a day, 360 pounds for an aged cow; and a 
reduction was made at the rate of 1-10 of a pound per day 
until two years of age, when the requirement reached 250 5-10 
pounds. The 1-10 of a pound per day reduction was largely 
made as a matter of convenience, and it is surprising to find 
that in setting that figure they builded better than they knew, 
for, as a matter of fact, they hit upon an almost scientifically 
accurate reduction for age. At any rate, the figure still stands, 
and has not been seriously challenged. There was a milk 
limit of 10,000 pounds, marked down to 6,000 pounds for two 
years of age. 


It is curious to read in the record of a meeting when the 
Advanced Registry was established, that this work was not 
inaugurated without the usual prophecy of disaster that in- 
variably accompanies a new undertaking. One man had the 
boldness to say that he did not believe there were more than 
four or five cows in the breed that would be able to qualify, 
and that the whole breed would therefore be grossly dis- 
credited. 


The first year these records were in operation fourteen cows 
qualified. That was not surprising because people had to 
have notice and time to prepare themselves in order to enter 
the test. The second year the success of the register was 
assured; over 100 cows being entered; and this number has 
increased constantly. 

I don’t wish to burden you with detail, which I know is 
always monotonous, but I can hardly avoid telling you what 
the advanced register work is, because it may be that some of 
you have not been very familiar with it. I can best describe 
very briefly how the advanced register record is made by 
telling you something of the functions of each of the three 
parties who enter into it. They are the Owner, the Experi- 
ment station, and the Club. 

The owner fills the application on a form provided for that 
purpose; stating the name of the cow, the date at which he 
wishes her record to start, and on the back of it makes a trac- 
ing of her markings. This, with $5, is sent t6é the Club, and 
the record is started. All the owner has to do is to weigh the 
milk every single milking for one year, and each month report 
on a suitable form every milking, together with a statement 
of the feed given during the month, and give notice of the 
cow’s having been bred. On completion of the record if the 
cow has qualified an addition fee of $5 is charged to cover the 
cost of publication. 

The Experiment Station having received from the Club a 
notice that a certain cow on a certain farm is to start a record, 
the date being given, send their inspector on the next 
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trip to call on that farm, bringing a tracing with him which the 
Club has furnished so that he may be sure that the cow which 
he is to observe is the one which has been entered. The in- 
spector stays for either one or two days, at the option of the 
owner, taking his sample of butter fat. Formerly he shipped 
the sample of milk which was tested for butter fat to the experi- 
ment station for analysis, but now, where the facilities are 
furnished, the analysis can be made at the farm. He has to 
see every milking at the farm, be satisfied that the milking 
and the weights are correct; and he also takes certain random 
milkings from the cow’s record during the month. He im- 
mediately sends this report to the Club, and also reports to 
his experiment station the result of his observation. The 
experiment station figures up the amount of milk and the 
amount of butter fat and if they find that the cow is exceed- 
ing 214 pounds of butter fat per day for an aged cow they 
immediately proceed with a retest. This is done so that the 
record may be checked up, and any abnormally high test be 
detected in time. 

The Club—and this is the one part that is really important, 
and the part in which the Guernsey Association differs from 
most others—having received an application from the owner 
that he wishes to test a cow, together with this tracing, first 
of all satisfies itself that the man has the cow he thinks he has. 

The Club receives month by month the reports from both 
the owner and the Experiment Station, as I have just ex- 
plained, and a force of three or four clerks is maintained to 
watch these records; everything is carefully scanned and 
studied, and the merest irregularity calls for an immediate 
explanation. Our aim is to place these records as nearly be- 
yond dispute as is humanly possible, and we have, I think, to 
a certain extent succeeded. For example, in cases where a 
record is likely to become a leader in its class, in addition to 
the automatic. retest furnished by the Station, we arrange for 
a number of tests to be made by an inspector from a neighbor- 
ing State. The effect of this is to secure greater confidence 
in the result. 


One of the things which we have added recently, of great 
value and interest, is the publication of monthly credits; 
every month we publish an alphabetical list of breeders, the 
names of all the cows which they have under test, and also the 
credits given to each cow. The result is that there is no great 
surprise awai.ing the public. You can look at the publica- 
tion every month; you can learn what your neighbors’ cows 
are doing, and if you have any reason to suspect that every- 
thing is not as it should be, you can even make a visit and 
satisfy yourself. The final publication of the register is in an 
attractive form, and includes, wherever possible, a picture and 
a full tabulated statement of the result of the cow’s work. 


These tests have been in operation for about thirteen years, 
and it is interesting to note that in this time we have com- 
pleted—or had completed on December 15th—two thousand 
seven hundred records. At the present time there are 172 
breeders scattered throughout the United States who are 
offering for test 1029 cows. The average of all the records 
made to date shows in even figures 8481 pounds of milk and 
424 pounds of butter fat. The true significance of these 
figures can best be understood by comparing them with the 
average production of all cows in the United States, which is 
probably not far from 150 pounds of butter fat. I will not 
read to you many of the figures, but there are a few that 
stand out as rather interesting. The records are divided into 
classes for convenience at every half year: “A” being five 
years and over; “B” being between four anda halfand five; 
and so on down to a class known as ““G”’, which are classed 
as from two to two and a half years of age. In the senior class 
the top record is held by Spotswood’s Daisy Pearl, 957 
pounds of butter fat, 18600 pounds of milk. This record 
promises to be exceeded shortly by a cow named May Rilma, 
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who promises to make something over 1000 pounds of butter 
fat unless she is interfered with in some way. She made 87 
pounds of butter fat in December, and her top record last 
June was 103 pounds. Her milk record now amounts to 14764 
pounds for 262 days; a very interesting performance, but of 
course it is hardly fair to mention this until it is completed. 
There is always a chance for a slip twixt the cup and the lip; 
but we feel that it is a source of gratification that the cow has 
been able to do so well as far as this. 


There are a few records that I consider rather remarkable. 
One is a record made by a cow named “‘ Azucena’s Pride 2d”’ 
in the class between four and four and a half years, 16,200 
pounds of milk and 855 pounds of butter fat. She had a 
record in the 2% to 3 year old class of 706 pounds of butter 
fat; showing conclusively, as we have always claimed, that it 
is possible for cows to continue their record from one year to 
another. Dolly Dimple, as another illustration, made 705 
pounds of butter fat in the 2 year class, and 14,000 
pounds of milk; she was tested again between 3 and 4 years 
and made the remarkable record of 906 pounds of butter fat; 
tested again in the senior class, over 5 years, 18,500 pounds 
of milk and 876 pounds of butter fat;—a further refutation of 
the claim that the cows are injured by these high tests. 
Miranda of Mapleton made four successive records that 
averaged 12,900 pounds of milk and 704 pounds of butter fat; 
and we have another cow which averaged 10,400 pounds of 
milk and 642 pounds of butter fat for four tests. So that you 
need not worry about the cows being injured by this type of 
advanced register work. 


I said that it was at the option of the owners as to whether 
the cow should be tested one or two days. As a matter of 
fact, when we started we had a one day test. Then our good 
Jersey friends raised it to a two day test and we followed them 
up to that on the theory that we wanted to be as particular 
as anybody else. That stayed there for a couple of years, 
when there came protests from some of the smaller farmers 
that the two day test was burdensome for one reason or 
another. So we had some very interesting calculations made 
on that point by a statistician in New York and also by a 
Professor in a Western agricultural college, and we arrived at 
some very interesting results. After making a very careful 
calculation based on the material in our records it was found 
that the maximum variation which you could expect between 
the one day test and the two day test amounts to only twenty 
pounds. That is not the average variation, of course; the 
average is very much less; it is only three pounds; but the 
maximum variation whcih you might expect on the theory of 
probabilities was only twenty pounds. And I think the data 
upon that point is interesting for dairymen, because it shows 
how comparatively easy it is to know approximately what a 
cow is producing if the one day test method is sufficient to 
determine within twenty pounds the amount of butter fat 
which a cow is making. It was worked out on the question 
of the milk, also, and very much the same results were ob- 
tained. If, instead of weighing every single milking for the 
year you simply weigh one or two days’ milkings in the month, 
and multiply that by the days in the month you can get with- 
in an equally close figure. We are not willing to do that be- 
cause we do not wish to do anything that would discourage 
the system of daily weighing of the milk; we do not feel that 
any person, can properly feed the animal unless he knows 
exactly what milk is being produced day by day. So, we do 
not mean to accept that proposition, although as a matter of 
fact we are perfectly satisfied that you can get a fairly accur- 
ate result, in this way which would satisfy all our require- 
ments. 

There is one other point that may be of interest—and that 
is the question of these feed records. I think almost any 
dairyman would find it profitable and interesting to read some 
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of our advanced register records, because we publish there 
the very fullest feed records that we can possibly lay our 
hands on. We are constantly sending back to the owners— 
asking them to supply more data in regard to their 
feed; and you will find that there are two thousand or 
more very excellent feed rations worked out in our advanced 
register. And they differ from those which are supplied you 
by the agricultural papers in that they have actually been 
tried, and you can see the actual results. 

There is one more question that has raised a great deal of 
discussion; and it is interesting to note that it started almost 
in the second year of the advanced register. That is the 
question of the length of time between calving. When we 
started to make the records it was very soon discovered that 
you could get more milk out of the cow if youdelayed her 
calving. On the old fashioned system of calving once a year 


you would only milk her ten months in the year, whereas if 
you delayed the calving you would have twelve months of 
milking for the record. And it raised the more serious ques- 
tion as to whether the old fashioned theory of breeding a cow 
once a year—I am speaking now from the dairyman’s point 
of view—might not be wrong. It may be that if you have to 
have two or three months of dry period that it would be more 
economical to space them a little further apart, and to have 
your cows calve say once in fourteen, sixteen or even eighteen 
months, because our advanced register records have shown 
that we can retain the milk flow down to the twelfth month 
with, in some cases, an almost imperceptible drop. In the 
case of this cow, May Rilma, that I have spoken of: her 
highest month yield was June, 1800; July, 1600; August, 
1700; then October, 1700; November, 1650; December, 1560; 
showing that the cow is decreasing in milk very slowly. 
It would be a crime to take a cow of that type and compel her 
to dry off in ten months and to breed once a year. Nobody 
knows what the scientific discount is that should be allowed 
for cows carrying a calf. I think this is a question which ex- 
periment stations and breeders ought to give their serious 
attention to. We would like to make some adjustment by 
which we can punish or handicap the cow which fails to carry 
a calf during her period of advanced register, and only await 
the information upon which to base our action. 

Last year we started an advanced register for grades. That 
sounds rather strange of course, but there have been a good 
many remarkable records made-by grades, and we wanted to 
get them in shape to be preserved. We have one record of 
16,000 pounds of milk and 723 pounds of butter fat; that was 
made in an Illinois cow test. This cow was exhibited in Chi- 
cago a year ago and caused a great deal of favorable comment, 
and many people were greatly interested in her. In this par- 
ticular case we were fortunate in knowing where and when she 
was bred and the name of her sire. We hope to publish a list 
of these good grade records in cases where the ancestry of the 
cow Is absolutely authenticated. The difficulty is that we 
offer the owner very little inducement, as we do not increase 
the value of his stock particularly because of the advanced 
register, especially as the progeny still remain grades. 

There are always many inquiries as to the cost of this work. 
It costs about $30 per cow. $10 goes to the Club for their 
expenses in publishing and in supervising the record; and 
about $20 is the usual cost for the twelve visits of the Experi- 
ment Station man. Or course, these figures are an average, 
and the cost depends upon the number. If you have a num- 
ber of cows, the cost is reduced considerably. For one cow 
the expense would run probably to $50, whereas in a good 
sized herd it would probably not be more than $5 a head. 
The University of Illinois, according to Kimball’s Dairy 
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Farmer, has kept a record of the sale of 350 head of registered 
stock, and they find that every advanced register cow had on 
an average $177 added to her value; and, moreover, the 
progeny, heifers and heifer calves, from advanced register 
cows brought on an average $130 more than those from dams 
without record. : 

I do not think, however, that we would be satisfied if all 
our work had amounted to nothing more than increasing the 
value of the animals in our registry. This is very worthy in 
its way, but there is, fortunately, something better than this. 
About a year ago we published for the first time a book known 
as the “‘ List of Advanced Register Sires and Great Producing 
Dams,” based entirely ‘on these advanced register records. 
This is a list which enables you to trace the progeny of any 
cow or bull that has ever produced advanced register animals. 
As an illustration, let us take a bull called “‘ King Coral,’’ and 
see what is published about him. Here was a bull bred in the 
West. We published the name of his sire and the name of his 
dam, the date of his birth, the name of his breeder and the 
name of all who have ever owned him. We find that this par- 
ticular bull is credited with twenty-three daughters and one 
son. Of these twenty-three daughters twenty-one achieved ad- 
vanced register themselves, and here are published their 
names and records. The one other daughter who did not 
make the advanced register herself for some reason has left 
an advanced register descendant whose name is also given. 
The only son that this bull sired has himself sired advanced 
register stock. Similar information in regard to cows is also 
supplied in the list of Great Producing Dams, and you can 
readily understand from this illustration what an aid such a 
volume would be to the intelligent breeder. 

The dairy people have, in my opinion, suffered because . 
they have not done the systematic and intelligent breeding 
which has been done in other departments, and.the reason is 
easily explained because after all, no matter how much we 
have heard about the real dairy type, nobody knows exactly 
what it is. There are a great many theories about this, and 
fortunately the theories are coming closer together so that 
some day we may hope to arrive at fairly definite conclusions. 
It is almost impossible to picture in your mind an absolute 
and definite form of what is the really producing cow. While 
we all think that we have some such form in our minds, it is 
well known that even the experts do not agree. I want you 
to notice for a moment what has been done in breeding the 
thoroughbred horse. I suppose any person familiar with 
these horses will tell you that today many horses known as 
“selling platers”’ would fifty or seventy-five years ago have 
been deemed worthy to compete for some of the classic stakes. 
How has this improvement been effected? In the first place 
some of the best brains of the world have been devoted to 
this particular subject, as a brief study of the list of owners 
and breeders of racehorses will readily demonstrate. Second- 
ly, they have had a positive and proven performance upon 
which to base their breeding operations, and only animals of 
tired and proven merit on the turf have been uSed in the stud. 
We do not believe that we have discovered any sure and easy 
road to success in breeding. We are not able to supply the 
intelligence which will always be necessary to make a success- 
ful breeder, but we have through this publication of the list 
of Great Sire and Producing Dams supplied the positive 
proven performance upon which the breeder who brings in- 
telligence to the task, may base his operation. Along these 
lines must lie our hope in improvement of the dairy herd, and 
we are glad to have been the instrument of providing this 
work which will prove of increasing value year by year.

Importation for Woodend Farm. 


Mr. M. B. Wood writes: “‘I reached home on Wednesday 
night from Quarantine with the fourteen Guernseys recently 
imported by Mr. A. C. Loring for Woodend Farm. After 
seven days of unusually rough handling I got through without 
a scratch on the animals and only a few on myself. I con- 
sider them an exceptionally good lot; the two young bulls 
being out of high producing cows and having some May Rose 
blood on the side of their sires will make them valuable aids 
to May Rose King 2d who has recently come to the farm. 
Woodend surely has some bulls of which we can be proud. 
Among the heifers are Butter Girl 2d of the Gree by Con- 
queror 5th, and out of Butter Girl of the Gree, 530.93 lbs. 
fat at 3 yrs. 3 mos. Charmante’s Beauty 2d by old Governor 
of the Chene and out of Charmante’s Beauty, 545.06 lbs. fat 
at 4 yrs. 158 days. She is very generally considered to be the 
best daughter of Golden Noble II left on the Island, and 
having the Charmante line of dams does not hurt her any. 
Three other heifers in the lot are out of cows now in the Island 
test. I bought only one in milk, Gallienne’s Caradoc, formerly 
Queen Caradoc IV. On my return I found her certificate of 
production from the Island Secretary. 

Entered Test May 3, 1913, at 2 yrs. 108 days. Require- 
ment for year 266.8 lbs. fat. Produced 303.91 Ibs. in 5 months 
25 days. I think she will make some cow. She is large for 
her age, will eat anything and everything she can get hold of, 
and has the capacity to convert it into milk and butter. She 
will freshen again in June, and we expect now to show her as 
a 3 year old cow at the Minnesota Fair.” 


Advance of the Guernsey in Minnesota. 


The Guernsey breeders of Freeborn County held a meeting 
on January 10, and organized the Freeborn County Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association with twenty-five charter members.

Official Tests of Cows. 


More cows owned by Wisconsin dairymen and farmers are 
being officially tested to determine their milk and butter fat 
producing capabilities than at any time in the past. At the 
close of 1913, 441 Wisconsin cows, representing all of the 
dairy breeds, were under semi-official tests, which number 
exceeds that of 1912 by nearly ninety head. 

Testing is done by specially trained men working under 
the direction of the department of dairy tests of the College 
of Agriculture of the University of Wisconsin, which stands 
sponsor to the respective national breed-registering associa- 
tions for all testing done in this state. 

Guernseys now lead in the number of cows under test, there 
being 223 representatives of this noted Channel Island breed 
on production trial. The Holsteins follow with 106 and the 
Jerseys with fifty-two.—The Homestead. 
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Wisconsin Guernseys. 


Because its excellencies were boldly championed by a few 
dairymen who had found that their favorite breed was well 
adapted to dairying under Wisconsin conditions, Guernseys 
have steadily gained in popularity among the dairymen of the 
state. 

Until a census of the herds of the country was made by W. 
H. Caldwell, secretary of the American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
it was not known that there were more herds and more repre- 
sentatives of the breed upon Wisconsin farms than upon those 
of any other state. Nor was Wisconsin’s standing in Guern- 
sey breeding confined along to numbers, convincing as such 
proportions might be. Naturally, Wisconsin dairymen early 
employed the Babcock milk tester, the masterpiece of their 
own Dr. Babcock—to aid them in improving the production 
of their herds and in breeding animals capable of producing 
large quantities of milk and butter fat. In the great majority 
of cases, their purchases are made only after making a careful 
investigation into the production records of animals to be 
purchased and the ancestors of such animals. 

In all of this work, dairymen are aided by the official testing 
done here in the state under the direction of the Wisconsin 
College of Agriculture, and the National Breed Association. 

During the month ending November 10, 78 Guernsey bulls 
and 189 cows and heifers were purchased by Wisconsin dairy- 
—The Lake Superior Farmer.

For Pure-bred Guernseys. 


Please balance the ration for pure-bred Guernseys, basis 
1000 lbs. weight, giving from three to four gallons of rich 
milk per day: Corn, $.75 per bu.; corn silage; clover hay, $15 
per ton; ground corn and cob meal; mill run bran, $25; cotton- 
seed meal, $30.25; alfalfa hay, $18. I have sufficient silage 
and also clover hay and corn.

For a herd of Guernseys, such as described in the above 
inquiry, a ration made up of the feeds suggested should be 
found satisfactory for most of the animals of the herd. Asa 
foundation ration we would recommend about three pounds 
of corn silage and one pound of clover hay per hundred pounds 
live weight, this roughage to be supplemented by a grain 
mixture of 400 pounds corn and cob meal, 200 pounds wheat 
bran, and 200 pounds cottonseed meal. For average cows 
about one pound of this grain will be required per day for 
every pound of fat produced each week. 

The grain ration would probably be better suited for ex- 
tremely high producers if ground corn were used in the place 
of corn and cob meal. The cob has comparatively little 
nutritive value and if the grain mixture is fed with the silage 
its presence is not necessary to give bulk to the mixture. 
—Hoard’s Dairyman.

To Avoid Trouble, Sympathize by Phone. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 2.—‘‘ Regard contagious diseases of 
animals as if they were small-pox with man, and such diseases 
will soon become less common, kill fewer animals, and cause 
less loss,’”’ is the advice which Dr. A. S. Alexander gives to 
farmers who make inquiry upon communicable live stock 
diseases. 

It is a wise and profitable policy,” he adds, for every farmer 
to keep away from farms and other places where outbreaks of 
contagious disease have occurred. It is equally important to 
prevent people or dogs from coming from such places onto 
the home farm. Dothesympathizing by telephone and aban- 
don the old time dangerous practice of discussing the matter 
in the pens or on the fence. 

Dr. Alexander firmly believes that every farmer should 
quarantine animals purchased by him until he is sure that 
they are strong and healthy. He favors the holding of auction 
sales under the control and supervision of state sanitary 
officials. He argues that in this way there would be less op- 
portunity for the spread of diseases afflicting horses, cattle, 
sheep, _and swine.—University of Wisconsin Press Bureau.

I am an old duffer, but young in the cow. I have a good 
opinion of Guernseys, so far as 1 know about them. (Also of 
Ayrshires). I want to ask—what is a Grade Cow? There 
are so many grades, high and low, large and small, good and 


bad, that I don’t know how to_apply it as is intended in this 
case. 
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I am advised to get a grade cow, bred to a standard bull to 
get best results at a fair price. 

I suppose it means a high grade cow, unregistered. One 
that has all the requirements, but not registered. 

That’s what I want—I cannot afford to pay $200.00 a yard 
for 25c ribbon. Can use the cow, but not the dress goods. 
Just what I want is a cow not over five years old that is bred 
to a bull that is O. K. to raise the calf if it is’s a heifer, but 
cannot pay only the grade price as I understand it. Where 
can I find such a cow and at what price? 

Possibly a couple of two year old heifers that are coming 
in in September or October would do the trick, would they?

I am willing to pay a fair price, but cannot pay fancy 
prices. (I have paid $30.00 for a rooster that made a very 
poor stew). Any information you may wish to give me will 
be appreciated.

The cows used about here. Lots of Holsteins, Jerseys a 
few Ayrshires, and very few Guernseys.

Hartford, Comn. 
Ts officials of this Association gave up one session to 


the Guernsey as a breed. The session opened with an 

address delivered by Mr. Robert Scoville, Chapinville, 
Conn., which will be found printed in full elsewhere in this 
issue. 

The second address was delivered by Mr. Charles L. Hill 
of Rosendale, Wis. This address was illustrated with lantern 
slides showing the Guernsey in its native home, the Isle of 
Guernsey. 


The Connecticut Farmer has the following to say: 


“Mr. Scoville had the handling of the subject, ‘‘ Advanced 
Registry Work in the Guersey Breed.” It is doubtful if any 
one man could have been found who knows more about the 
subject. Grassland Farms is the home of one of the greatest 
herds of Guernsey cattle in the world. Forty-four cows at 
this farm have been admitted to the advanced register. Of 
still greater importance is the fact that Imp. Masher’s Sequel, 
the bull at the head of the Grassland Farms’ herd, is the sire 
of fifty-two advanced registry daughters. Mr. Scoville is a 
splendid speaker, every sentence he utters has a distinct and 
positive meaning, and the busy man that he is he has no time 
to waste upon idle talk. 


The second address of the morning session was delivered 
by Mr. Charles L. Hill of Rosendale, Wis., the president of 
the American Guernsey Cattle club. This address was’ pro- 
fusely illustrated with lantern slides showing the Guernsey 
in its native home, the Isle of Guernsey. For more than an 
hour the audience had the pleasure of listening to Mr. Hill 
relate his personal experiences upon hts many trips to Guern- 
sey made for the purpose of buying cattle and studying dairy 
conditions upon the island. The latter portion of his lecture 
was given to the description of several notable American 
Guernseys, whose pictures were thrown upon the screen. 

The address was intensely interesting, aside from the fact 
that Mr. Hill is an exceptionally attractive speaker. It was 
one of the greatest sermons upon the subject of intensive 
agriculture that we have ever heard. This little island out in 
the channel of the coast of England, rough and rocky as it is 
in places, is one of the richest agricultural sections in the 
world, made so by instensive methods of cultivation and the 
breeding of high class cattle. Though the whole island is no 
larger than the town of Glastonbury in Conn., its agricultural 
exports amounting to $350 per acre per year. Its 15,000 
acres of tillable land is reached by 550 miles of the finest 
improved roads in: the world. Its greenhouse industry is 
enormous. The principal crop, grown under glass, is toma- 
toes. Grapes come second, then follow peaches and nectar- 
ines, all of which are grown under glass because of the humid 
climate and scarcity of sunlight. The trade of the island in 
cut flowers for the London market is one of its largest revenue 
producers. We will not attempt to tell the number of ships 
Mr. Hill saw at the docks being loaded with flowers at Easter 
time. The pictures included many of the old houses found 
upon the island and the great pride the inhabitants take in 
keeping their farms as neat and tidy as a millionaire’s door- 
yardinthe city. Mr. Hill said the people of the Isle of Guern- 
sey reverence two things above all else, namely, their old 
homes and the fertility of the soil. This ought to make a deep 
impression upon American farmers. Reverence for home, 
and reverence for the fertility of the soil from which home 
comforts are derived. Alas! and alack! the majority of us 
think of home as a place in which to stay when there is no 
other place to go to, and reverence for soil fertility is about 
the last thing the most of us think of.

Meeting at Purdue 


N Wednesday night, January the 14th, during the 
O Farmers’ Short Course at Purdue, the Indiana Guern- 

sey Breeders’ Association held its first annual meeting 
since it was reorganized. Although all who were present 
were not breeders of Guernsey Cattle, all were intensely 
interested in the promotion of the association which in turn 
has for its chief object the promotion of the interests of the 
breed. 

Mr. W. Monroe Schlosser, Secretary-Treasurer, Frankfort, 
Indiana, gave an interesting report of the previous meetings 
and financial standing of the Association up to date. This 
was followed by short interesting addresses by Mr. James R. 
Garver, in charge of the Purdue Dairy Extension Depart- 
ment, by Prof. O. F. Hunziker, Chief of the Dairy Depart- 
ment, by Mr. R. E. Caldwell, Milk Production, Purdue, and 
by several of the breeders. Many advantages of such an 
organization were clearly brought out and emphazised. Such 
an organization is not only a great benefit to its various mem- 
bers and to the breed, but is a great boon to the dairy interests 
of the state and this in turn reaches the very foundation for 
the success of intensive Agriculture. 

Chief among the methods used by the Indiana Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association in promoting the Guernsey interest in 
Indiana, is the issuing of a monthly sale list of pure bred ani- 
mals and grade Guernsey heifers for sale by the members of 
the Association. This list may be secured by any one who 
will request it of the Secretary, Mr. W. Monroe Schlosser, of 
Frankfort, Indiana. This is a worthy example that should 
be followed by the other State Dairy Breed Associations. 
Until we have more dairymen in this state using pure bred 
bulls of one of the dairy breeds we cannot hope for very 
rapid improvement of the deplorable sort of so called dairy 
cows predominating in this state. Until we have better cows 
we cannot hope to raise the shamefully low average yearly 


butter fat production records of our cows nor can we hope to 
rank higher among the dairy states than at present. Many 
dairymen have caught the spark of progressiveness and really 
desire to purchase a pure bred male. Knowing of none for 
sale in the state, their natural conclusion is that there are 
none nearer than some other state. It requires more courage 
to make an investment in a pure bred animal than many 
possess, and when it seems necessary to go a long distance at 
large expense to buy a pure bred animal they readily give up 
the idea. If they only knew of a pure bred animal of the de- 
sired breed in this state, they would be very apt to go, see and 
buy it, thereby starting on the road to success. There are 
many small breeders of pure bred stock of the various dairy 
breeds throughout the state who occasionally have a pure 
bred male animal for sale. However, as they are just be-~ 
ginners in the business, they cannot afford to run large ad- 
vertisements in the several papers. Some may use the 
‘“‘want ads” of a few papers, and others do not advertise at 
all. In our various Farmers’ Institutes and Dairy Meetings, 
the public speakers, after elaborating upon the great value 
and need in the use of the pure bred sire, are often unable to 
direct a prospective buyer to any breeder of the various breeds 
in the state or near by. If the secretaries of the various breed 
associations, like that of the Indiana Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association, have available, at all times, a list of the pure bred 
animals for sale it would be a great aid in the sale of such 
animals. 

Thus we see that it is possible for each Association to run 
a large and attractive advertisement of pure bred animals 
for sale at a slight proportionate expense. It is without 
doubt following such a movement that there would be an in- 
crease of the number of purchases of pure bred bulls, resulting 
in a larger and more rapid improvement in the average produc- 
tion of the cows of the herds thereby influenced. There are

some 666,000 so called dairy cows in Indiana whose average is 
reported around 150 pounds of butter fat per year. With the 
use of good pure bred bulls it is quite possible in a few years 
to raise this average yearly production of butter fat 50 pounds. 
At 30 cents per pound for butter fat, such an improvement 
would mean an added yearly income from this one phase of 
agriculture of 10,000,000 dollars. 

The Guernseys as a dairy breed are fast becoming popular 
in Indiana. The number of breeders have more than doubled 
since 1911 which indicates that the Guernsey with her ex- 
cellent qualities and superior records is rapidly being recog- 
nized. The inquiries which are pouring in at the secretaries’ 
office for pure bred males and females is an evidence that the 
interest in this breed is constantly growing and it is prophesied 
that during the ensuing year there will be many more dairy- 
men join the ranks of the Guernsey Breeders. This with the 


The lowa State Dairy Association recently completed 
arrangements with the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad to operate a special dairy train over the branches 
of this line in southern Iowa. The tour began on February 9, 
and was to continue until March 1. 


The train was under the direct supervision of E. S. Estel, 
State Dairy Expert, and J. B. Lamson, Agriculturist for the 
Railroad. The special will differ from those conducted in 
previous years, in that the communities will co-operate to a 
greater extent in the meetings. Stops will only be made at 
towns where local interest is manifested, and the citizens of 
the town and the farmers of the surrounding country agree 
to advertise, exhibit cattle and assist in making the meetings 
large and successful. 


The Burlington Railroad has operated two special dairy 
trains for the Iowa State Dairy Association in this same 
territory. These have accomplished a great deal, and have 
created a demand for more thorough information along the 
lines of dairying and intensive farming. It is to meet this 
demand that the Iowa State Dairy Association, assisted by 
the various other dairy interests of the State, has determined 
to carry on this new kind of campaign. 

Exhibits of the various kinds of feeds, barn equipment 
and silos will be carried in an exhibit car. These will be more 
extensive than on previous trains, and will be designed to 
give the beginner practical illustrations of inexpensive equip- 
ment for the small dairy farm. In addition, the usual dairy 
cow demonstrations will be given, and specimens of dairy 
animals will be carried in a baggage car equipped as a model 
dairy barn. 

All meetings will be held at town halls. This arrangement 
will enable the lecturers to talk to the entire audience at once 
and therefore, give more information in the same length of 
time. Lectures will be delivered to the city and rural school 
children with the idea of encouraging them to live on the 
farm. The boys of each community will be given an oppor- 
tunity to enter a dairy cow judging contest, as well as a 
dairy record contest. The latter will be based upon records 
of the production of milk and fat in the herd three months 
from the date on which the train passes through each ‘respec- 
tive town. Prizes for these contests will be given by local 
merchants and business men. 

In addition, an effort will be made to have a small dairy 
show of the cattle in each community. These animals will be 
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interest that is being taken in the herd testing associations 
organized by Purdue throughout the state is a sure indication 
that Indiana dairymen are waking up along the lines of herd 
improvement. The demands for pure bred bulls of the four 
main dairy breeds, namely Ayrshire, Holstein, Jersey and 
Guernsey, are increasing gradually. This, followed by a more 
liberal use of the scales and Babcock tester, will insure greater 
prosperity and success for these dairymen.

scored and the owners advised as to how their herds may be 
practically improved by breeding and testing. 


Southern Iowa, because of its natural conditions, is ad- 
mirably adapted to dairying. Although this is true, only a 
small percentage of the creameries in the state are located in 
the southern half. The mild climate, the rolling land with its 
abundance of pasturage, soil which will grow alfalfa and all 
other legumes without the attention required in the north, 
and the proximity to good market, make this section one of 
the best for dairy purposes. 

Heretofore, the farmers of southern Iowa have made 
dairying only a side line. They have in a large measure sold 
their grains directly from the farm, and as a result their soil 
has not been built up as has that in the northern.part. They 
are now beginning to take a great interest in the problem of 
soil maintenance, and realize that the dairy cow is the best 
means of converting their feeds into profitable condensed 
products and at the same time return the manure to the land. 

In addition to the activity of the farmers toward more in- 
tensive farming, the business men of the towns are coming to 
realize that the creamery is an excellent institution. They 
see a striking example of the benefits derived from a creamery 
by comparing the prosperity of the small towns where these 
plants are located with the towns that do not have them. 


A special train of this nature will probably accomplish 
greater results in the same length of time than any other 
campaign which could be devised. Southern lowa will un- 
doubtedly become in the future as great a dairy section as 
the northern part.

Annual General Meeting Guernsey Farmers’ Association 


HERE was a large attendence of members of the Guern- 

i sey Farmers’ Association at the annual general meet- 

ing of that body held at the Y. M. C. A. Rooms. 
The proceedings lasted about two hours. 

Mr. James Martel, who occupied the chair for the prelimin- 
ary business, asked the Secretary, Mr. A. Le Patourel, to read 
the minutes of the last general meeting, which were duly 
adopted. 

The Secretary’s report was then read. 

In proposing the adoption, Mr. W. Mauger said he thought 
mention should have been made of the generosity of the 
Association and other gentlemen in providing such handsome 
prizes as those seen at the last Show. Without wishing to 
criticise the report he thought a paragraph should be inserted 
to that effect. 

Mr. A. Le Patourel said the matter would be rectified, and 
thanked Mr. Mauger for pointing out the omission. 

The report was then adopted. 

From the Treasurer’s report it was seen that the balance 
in hand at the commencement of last year was £30 1s. 014d. 
The expenditure totalled £103 7s. 11d, or £5 13s. 7d in excess 
of the income, while the balance in the Treasurer’s hands was 
£49 2s. 544d. The accounts had been audited by Messrs. 
E. P. Mahy and Ernest de Garis. The present membership 
was 143. 

Mr. James Le Page (Deputy) asked why the auditors ap- 
pointed at the meeting last year had not acted in that capaci- 
ty. 

The chairman explained that it was owing to a misunder- 
standing. 


Mr. Peter Martel, jun., invited Mr. Le Page to inspect his 
books, but the latter replied that he merely wished to raise 
the question on principle and was perfectly satisfied with the 
explanation. The report was eventually adopted on Mr. W. 
Mauger’s proposition. 

The chairman said the next business was the election of 
officers and members of Committee, but as some of the pro- 
posed alterations to rules would affect the composition of the 
Committee he thought it would simplify matters if the rules 
were revised first. 


Messrs. T. M. Simon and James Le Page disagreed with 
the chairman’s views, and proposed that the election be pro- 
ceeded with. 

The Hon. C. R. Molesworth said that he had but a faint 
notion of the arguments advanced, as up to this point all 
discussion had been in French, but he thought it would be a 
waste of time to elect members of Committee while a change 
was anticipated in the constitution of the Committee. If the 
election was proceeded with it would mean that ten members 
would not be eligible for re-election, and five was not a 
sufficient number to go on with. 


Mr. W. Mauger warmly supported Mr. Molesworth. 
According to the rules the election of the Committee was 
annual, and his opinion was that no Committee should re- 
main in office more than three years. 


Mr. James Le Page said that the rule made last year pro- 
vided for the retirement of three members. 
The Chairman: 


How would you determine who is to come 
out? 


The amendment to take the rules first was proposed by 
Mr. P. Martel, jun., and seconded by the Hon. C. R. Moles- 
worth and carried by 14 votes to 11. 

It was resolved that the following sentence be added to 
Rule 5, which deals with the membership status: “Or their 
sons if interested in farming.” 


Rule 6 related to the constitution of the Committee and 
gave rise to considerable discussion, but the rule was eventu- 
ally adopted in amended form. 


Rule 8 was also altered in accordance with the previous 
rule. 


In Rule 9 a clause was proposed by Mr. John Le Page to 
the effect that the membership subscription should remain 
at 5s., but that coupons and tickets should be issued to mem- 
bers which would entitle them to entry at the shows. Con- 
siderable discussion ensued, and Mr. Le Page’s motion was 
eventually adopted. 

The election of officers was the next business. 

In proposing the Hon. C. R. Molesworth for the post of 
President, Mr. T. Mansell Simon said he felt sure he had hit 
on the right man. His services were most valuable, and had 
been thoroughly appreciated by all who had collaborated 
with him in Committee. This proposition was duly seconded. 

The Hon. C. R. Molesworth said he felt like “‘a square peg 
in a round hole,” and, pleading ignorance of the French 
language, begged to be excused if he declined the honour. 

Mr. M. Mauger, in supporting Mr. Simon’s proposition, 
said Mr. Molesworth need entertain no fear in respect of the 
language question, as all the Committee members would only 
be too pleased to help him. (Applause). 

Mr. Molesworth was then declared elected amid deafening 
applause. , 

Mr. James Martel was unanimously re-elected Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Messrs. Peter Martel, jun., and A. Le Patourel, 
Treasurer and Secretary respectively. 


In returning thanks for his re-election, Mr. Le Patourel 
said that after a man had served ten years, it should be time 
to replace him. He would do his utmost for another twelve 


months, but he wanted them to accept his resgination for 
1915. 


The following were elected to six vacancies on the Com- 
mittee: Messrs. J. L. Le Page, E. T. P. Ozanne, Thos. Mar- 
tel, Ernest J. Mahy, H. J. Ozanne, and John Bourgaize. 


Mr. Dorey, son of the late Mr. Hirzel A. Dorey, was elected 
on the Committee to complete the unexpired term of his 
father. 

Messrs. E. de Garis, James Le Page, and W. Mauger were 
appointed auditors. 

It was decided to hold a show of cattle this year, and the 
details were left to the Committee, Mr. Mauger suggesting 
that the expenses in connection therewith should be consider- 
ably curtailed. 

Mr. John Le Page was afterwards presented with a massive 
marble clock as first prize for owning the best cow in the 
Association, thefanimal being “‘ Flora of the Briquet II,” 8724 
P. S., with a yield of 11,429 lbs. milk and 573.36 lbs. butter 
fat. Mr. F. Belloir received a plated rose bowl as second prize 
for “‘ Cyrene_d’Or.”” 
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ANNUAL REPORT. 


Mr. President and Gentlemen,— 


In presenting this tenth annual report to the members of 
this Association, your Committee consider it may prove 
interesting to review what the Association has accomplished 
through its instrumentality, or in conjunction with the 


R. G. A. and H. Society. 


From the first year of its formation the question of milk 
and butter tests engaged the attention of your Committee, 
who considered that the three day test under which such tests 
were then carried out, when cows were milking at their best, 
was both unreliable and misleading; therefore, in order to 
obtain more conclusive results, your Committee suggested 
to the Committee of the R. G. A. and H. Society that these 
tests should be held at three different periods during the cows’ 
lactation. This system was adopted and followed out for 
over two years, but did not prove popular on the ground of 
its being too cumbersome, till finally your Committee recom- 
mended the adoption of the present system of a 365 day test 
now known as the advanced registry. 


Considering that cows have to be fed and attended 365 
days in each year, the adoption of this system will assist us 
in ascertaining which cow pays best for the feed and care 
bestowed on her. 


While dealing with this subject, we would draw your at- 
tention to the completed records of 26 cows, whose average 
production of 9,692 lbs. of milk and 510 lb. butter fat is very 
creditable, and it is very interesting to watch the performance 
of quite a few cows at present under test. 


The unfortunate discovery of tuberculosis in a few animals 
led your Committee to confer with the Committee of the 
R. G. A. and H. as to the best ways and means of preventing 
its spread; the question was fully discussed, and the concen- 
sus of opinion was that this dreadful disease had been intro- 
duced by some Island cattle having been in contact with 
tuberculous animals at shows in England. It was resolved to 
petition the Royal Court to pass an Ordinance empowering 
the Supervisor to take preventive measures to safeguard the 
interests of breeders and the health of the inhabitants in 
general. 

Our authorities, acting on the recommendations of the 
Joint Committees, prohibited the re-landing of Island cattle, 
and passed an Ordinance empowering the Supervisor to order 
the slaughter of tuberculous animals. These measures, 
though considered at the time somewhat drastic, have so result- 
ed in the control and decrease of the malady, that at the 
present day it is fairly safe to assume the number of tubercu- 
lous animals does not exceed one per cent., and we have every 
reason to hope that further legislation will soon be passed, 
and we are confident that if the suggestions which are to oc- 
cupy shortly the attention of the Court of Chief Pleas are 
passed, the malady will disappear completely. 

Your Committee, realizing that breeders who had animals 
slaughtered under the provisions of the aforesaid Ordinance 
were sustaining a serious loss, passed a resolution recom- 
mending that application be made to the States to make com- 
pensation for animals thus slaughtered; while at the same 
time your Committee went into the question of forming a 
Mutual Cattle Insurance Society to meet part of the loss in- 
curred by breeders. This matter was referred to the General 
Meeting on Jan. 16, 1909, and approved, the Committee 
being authorized to frame rules for the formation of a Mutual 
Cattle Insurance Society. In the month of September that 
year, the Committee insured 629 head of cattle. 

Considering that some of the Insurance members were not 
members of this Association, and had consequently no vote 
in the election of the Committee, it was considered advisable 
at the end of the first year that the Insurance be worked as 
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a separate organization, with a Committee elected by its own 
members. 

At the General Meeting, held on January 14, 1911, it was 
resolved to approach the R. G. A. and H. Society on the 
question of holding a cattle show during the latter part of 
August or early in September, and after some consideration 
the Society’s Committee decided to hold a show, which was 
so well supported by exhibitors of cattle that this show has 
been repeated annually since that date. 

From the date of its formation the Association had offered 
the following prizes, to be competed for annually at the 
R. G. A. and H. Society’s shows:—A Challenge Cup for bulls; 
a Challenge Cup for cows; a special prize for the best bull and 
three of his progeny; a special prize for the best cow and three 
of her progeny; a special prize for the cow making best official 
milk and butter test; a special prize for the cow making the 
second best milk and butter test. 

At an extraordinary general meeting held on March 30, 
1912, after considerable discussion it was decided to hold a 
cattle show, under the auspices of the Association, on June 24, 
and to present the aforesaid special prizes heretofore offered 
at the Society’s shows. 

The Committee was authorized to carry out all the arrange- 
ments for the show, which was well supported by the members 
with 210 entries in the cattle section; the outstanding merits 
of the exhibits forcibly proclaimed that it is possible to com- 
bine beauty and utility or form and performance. The horse 
competitions, a new feature in the Guerney shows, proved a 
great attraction during the afternoon. The show was such a 
success that the Association felt justified in holding a show 
in 1913, which was quite equal to its predecessor, proving 
that the members of the Association appreciate any effort 
made in their interests. The cattle trade has been very pros- 
perous during the year just passed, close on 1,000 head have 
been exported, 770 to the United States, the balance to 
England and other countries. 

On the suggestion of Mr. W. Mauger—a suggestion which 
received the meeting’s general approval—the Secretary was 
requested to place on record the Association’s appreciation 
of the special prizes which had been presented for competition 
at the cattle show, both by members of the Association, as 
well as several gentlemen who were not members.—Guernsey

The plan is to hire a man, and I think each individual 
who wishes to have his cows tested once a month by this man 
pays a dollar a cow. | think there is another plan also that 
they have, but I think one of the most popular is where each 
one of the subscribers pays one dollar per cow that he wants 
tested. This man comes to the farm once every month and 
takes a sample of the milk and weighs it for a day, and also 
takes an account of the feed, and then at the end of each 
month, and at the end of the year, as I understand it, he fills 
in on a book, which is presented to you in the proper form, 
just how much butter each cow has produced, and how much 
your herd has produced, and how much they have consumed 
in feed, in both roughage and concentrates. For that you 
pay a dollar a cow. 

Mr. Edgerton: Per month? 

President: No, for a year. 

Mr. Edgerton: A dollar a cow for a year. 
will get you a herd on that right away. 

President: On that plan? 

Mr. Edgerton: Yes. 

President: The plan has its merits all right. They have 
quite a number of them all over the state. Are there any here 
to-day who would like to enter their herds. I know it is kind 
of sudden, and you might want time to think about it. 

Secretary Fox: I move that the Association as a body 
adopt the plan, and then if there is anyone who would like 
to join, why I believe it is a very good thing for the county 
or anyone who wishes to join, and I believe it would be a 


All in favor will signify 


All right, I 
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splendid thing for the Association to adopt the plan as a 
body. I move that we do adopt it. 
Mr. William M. Jones: I second Mr. Fox’s motion. 


Mr. Edgerton: I was going to ask you, Mr. Chairman, 
if in doing that we are adopting a set proposition from Mr. 
Swoboda. If it was, I was going to ask if I might have the 
proposition read again. 

President: No, I don’t think so. All he says here is: 
“‘Just a line in regard to the organization of a cow testing 
association in Waukesha county. I was glad to see the 
Holstein men take hold so well yesterday. 1 am wondering 
if you Guernsey men would not like to have the matter pre- 
sented at your meeting next week. I am sure you would get 
as many cows as the Holtein men signed for yesterday. With 
that start Mr. Searles, the state organizer, could come in for 
a few days, and no doubt you and some of your members 
would be glad to go out with him. I am sure some of the 
officers of the Holstein Association would be glad to do the 
same. If agreeable to you let me know at once, and I will 
prepare an article on the subject for the Freeman, to be run 
next week—” 

I did not get the letter in time for that. 
ing the proposition. 

Dr. Love: The secretary of the Holstein Association is 
here, and you might call on him and see what has been done. 

President: Mr. Charles Will I think is secretary of the 
Holstein Association. I do not know as I remember just 
what was passed at the meeting of the Holstein Association, 
and I would like to have Mr. Will tell us. 

Mr. Will: Mr. Searles and the state organizer of this work 
will be in the county before the close of this week. I expect 
him to be in our neighborhood on Saturday afternoon.. He 
will have to return of course, this week. But he is ready to 
help you at any time. 

President: Which neighborhood do you mean? 


Mr. Will: At Sussex. It seems to me the only practical 
way of running this thing is to cut the county up into small 
districts. Of course, if you cannot get enough in a small 
district, you will go out until you do get enough; but we almost 
hope we can get enough cows in the town of Lisbon for an 
association of our own, and | think we ought to have several 
associations in the county. I fully expect to see more than 
that. I do not see any reason why there should not be. 

President: You are in hopes of getting sufficient cows in 
the town of Lisbon for one association, and employ one man, 
is that it? 

Mr. Will: We are going to try to get it. 


He is just present- 


President: Will that take a large percentage of the Hol- 
stein breeders? 
Mr. Will: No, there are only a few names as I recall it, 


that we got in at that meeting. 
President: How many cows did you have signed up for. 
Mr. Will: About 200. 


President: Most of those were outside of the town of 
Lisbon. 
Mr. Will: Yes sir. 


President: Were there many in the vicinity of Waukesha? 

Mr. Will: I think a little over a hundred gave the address 
at Waukesha. I could not give the names, now, I am not 
familiar with them. There were four or five quite large herds, 
and the post office address was Waukesha. 

President: It takes about 400 cows to run that properly. 

Mr. Will: I think so. It depends on just how the men 
take hold of it. If you have 400 cows and you cannot get a 
man for less than $600, it will cost a dollar and a half, and if 
you have only 300, and if the men have enough ambition to 
force it through, all have to pay $2 until you get your cows 
tested, 
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President: Why is it they ask for 600 cows? That would 
mean a salary of $600. 
Mr. Will: It does not look to me as though a man could 


hardly handle 600 cows unless he gets them in herds of 25 or 
thirty each. It looks to me like a big day’s work for a man to 
test 25 or 30 cows twice a day. 

President: And there are times when he would only get 15. 


Mr. Will: There may be cases where we can run two 
herds together, 7 or 8 cows; possibly we can do that. The 
herds in our neighborhood are smaller than they are around 
Waukesha. 

President: The idea is, all this money subscribed, a dollar 
per cow, goes to the man as wages. 

Mr. Will: Goes to the testers as wages. 

President: We certainly can’t get a man to do it for less 
than $600. ° 

Mr. Will: In some localities I think Mr. Searles, if I re- 
member rightly, said that their man furnished is own rig. 
That would not be necessary. I do not think it would be 
desirable in our community. Most of us have our stables and 
would rather cart him over the neighborhood; each farmer 
transports him to the next place. 


President: He could so arrange his route to make the least 
travel for each man. 
Mr. Will: Short trips. 


President: We thank Mr. Will for giving us that informa- 
tion. 

Mr. J. R. Love: One question I would like to ask in re- 
gard to the cow testing, will this be official in any way? 

President: Personally I would not regard it as such. The 
action of the Association, as I would look at it would be mere- 
ly endorsing the movement. 

Mr. J. R. Love: I do not think you quite get my meaning. 
Would it be official, would you have an official record of the 
animal? 

President: On the animal you would not. I know at the 
time we had the Association it was suggested that those re- 
cords be accepted as official, providing the man had been 
sanctioned by the American Guernsey Cattle Club, but | 
am positive that there is no way at the present time, unless 
it is provided immediately, for those records being made 
official. 

Mr. Edgerton: Mr. Chairman, of what value would that 
record be to the members of this Association, or anybody 
consigning, to the sales of this Association. 

President: It would have this weight with the buyer, 
Mr. Edgerton, that it would show conclusively the ability of 
the cow. 

Mr. Edgerton: Then could not this be made more de- 
sirable if this Association agreed that they would endorse 
that inspector, or that tester, and that his figures might be 
regarded as official so far as this Association was concerned. 

President: Yes, that would give much more weight if the 
Association would not get into a tangle. 

Secretary: Instead of speaking of this Associaton, we 
could refer to the American Guernsey Cattle Club. 

President: Mr. Edgerton means just as a matter of in- 
formation to buyers at the sale that the Association would 
say to the public, now we believe these records are absolutely 
correct. 

Mr. Edgerton: Yes, that is the idea. 

Mr. J. R. Love: Would it not have a great deal more 
weight if our records were made under the auspices of some 
of the official associations. 

President: It certainly would, but it would cost more 
money, Mr. Love. 


Secretary Fox: You are speaking in the pure bred line, 


where as this Association as a rule works among grades— 
grades or pure breds--mostly grades. 
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President: It would be a splendid thing if this could be 
regarded officially. Then we will have a number of pure 
breds in too. 


Dr. Love: Isn’t this movement primarily for the purpose 
of weeding out the poor cows. 

President: Precisely. 

Dr. Love: I think it ought to be not only endorsed, but 
ought to be pushed through. I am very anxious to see it go 
through. 

President: I am sure that the majority of the members, 


or nearly all of them feel in that way, Doctor. The question 
under discussion now, as I understand it, is if there would 
be any way of declaring these records official, and then breed- 
ers of pure bred cattle could have this same man test their 
cows and have the records accepted by the American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club. That is the idea, is it not? 

Dr. Love: Yes. 

President: Of course that would be a matter we might 
take up with the American Guernsey Club, and see if they 
would sanction this man. I presume it would depend largely 
on the University that would send the man to us. We will 
act on the first motion at the present time, and the matter 
of taking this matter up with the American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, if there is no objection the Chair will refer that to the 
board of directors. 

Secretary Fox: Why not get the sense of the meeting. 
Why not have the parties raise their hands that would feel 
as though they would like to have their herds tested in that 
way? : 

President: You mean purely like they are testing now all 
over the state, without regard to making them official records? 

Secretary: Yes. 

President: All who would enter some cows in that cow 
testing association will please raise their hands. 

Mr. Kingston: Please explain the question to me. 


President: The Holstein Breeders’ Association have de- 
cided to promote a cow testing association, and we were 
invited to join them in an effort to organize a cow testing 
association throughout the county for as many as we can 
supply cows for. I understand the cost will be a dollar per 
cow, and for that the man will come to each farm, and will 
take a sample of your milk and test it and weigh it one day 
of each month in the year, and also take the amount of feed 
you are feeding, and at the end of the year he will give youa 
report in blank form and in book form also, in which you will 
be able to see just what it has cost you to feed every cow in 
your herd, and what each cow has produced, also what your 
herd has produced and what your herd has consumed and 
the net profit. 

Mr. Kingston: 
month? 

President: One dollar a cow per year. 

Mr. Edgerton: Just hires a good book-keeper for a small 
sum. 

President: Just hires a good book-keeper for your herd, 
that is all; it is an economical way of doing it. Everybody 
hold up your hand who are in favor of doing this. We have 
six names now. I am sure that if Mr. Searles comes in here, 
and we announced it in some way as many as-possible will 
come to that meeting and let Mr. Searles present the propo- 
sition. 

It has been moved and seconded that the Waukesha Coun- 
ty Guernsey Breeders’ Association endorse and promote the 
cow testing association as much as possible. All in favor will 
signify it by saying “‘aye.”” 


One dollar a month and one day per 


Motion put and carried unanimously. 

President: I guess probably you are all familiar with our 
advertising plan, which is the next subject we want to dis- 
cuss, the advertising for the ensuing year. You understand 
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that last year—I do not remember just what the amount 
subscribed was— but we made kind of a plan whereby if a 
man donated $100 toward the advertising fund, that his name 
would appear each week of the year in whatever papers we 
were advertising in. For instance, Hoard’s Dairyman | 
think we had a four inch double column space there, and we 
had some kind of a diagram indicating the amount of business 
the Waukesha County Guernsey Breeders’ Association were 
doing, whatever advertising matter we could properly put in 
there, and on one side of it we had a list of the names of the 
breeders in the county, and if a man donated $100 his name 
appeared in that ad every week of the year; if he donated $50, 
it appeared each alternate week; and if he donated $25, it 
appeared once a month. I think we had advertising in the 
Wisconsin Agriculturist, Hoard’s Dairyman, Kimball’s Dairy 
Farmer, and was there another, Mr. Jones? Didn’t we have 
it in the Wisconsin Farmer? 

Mr. William M. Jones: I think the Wisconsin Farmer. 

President: And the Homestead. And the Association as 
an association paid for the ad in the Guernsey Journal. 

We would like to have the plan discussed at the present 
time. Our advertising contracts I think have about all run 
out now, and we would like to have the matter discussed and 
see what the sense of the meeting is. How do you 
feel about it? Do you want this plan continued, or do you 
have a better one to suggest, or do you wish it modified in 
any way? Do you think it ought to be enlarged, or cut down. 
Any ideas you have on the subject will have to be presented 
now, and we have not a great deal of time for discussion. If 
we do not get opinions quickly I will have to call on some of 
you. 

Mr. William M. Jones: 
a very good plan. 

President: Have you any idea, Mr. Jones, whereby it 
could be improved? 

Mr. William M. Jones: I do not know as it could be im- 
proved very much. I cannot see that it can. I think it is a 
cheap plan, and it is a very good plan. 

President: Is it clear to everyone here, do you all under- 
stand it. If you want any point made clear we will explain 
any point you wish. Albert Fox, what do you think of the 
plan? 

Mr. Albert Fox: I think the plan we had last year was a 
very good one, although I think it could be improved in some 
particulars. 

President: How, Mr. Fox? 

Mr. Albert Fox: There are some papers if the board of 
directors wants to, that probably can be dropped out and 
others taken on. 

President: You mean in the places where to spend the 
money. 

Mr. Albert Fox: Yes. Other than that the plan was very 
good, I think. ° 


President: If any more of you have such id€éas as Mr. 
Fox’s we would like to hear from you. Mr. Fox is a member 
of the board of directors, and he can present his ideas as to 
what papers to advertisein at the meeting. If any of you who 
are not members of the board of directors have any ideas as 
to how the money could be spent to better advantage, or 
have an idea that another paper would be better to spend 
the money in, just say so. Mr. Laney, what do you think 
about it? 

Mr. D. M. Laney: It seems to me the idea is a very good 
one for the older breeders, those that have pure bred stock to 
get rid of, but in a case like my own, we have not really got 
started far enough where we can afford to pay $100 for that 
advertisement. I think it is better for a man in such circum- 


I think our last year’s plan was 


stances to advertise individually for their stock. They prob- 
ably have one or two that they sell at a time, while the older 
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breeders have a larger number of cattle to sell. I think it 
pays them to advertise the way you have been advertising. 

President: I see. Now that opens up a new field. 

Mr. Roberts: The object of the advertising that has been 
done this year is to provide for just such cases as this, to divide 
it not only into units, but half units and quarter units, so a 
person having only a little could still take advantage of it; 
he could probably get enough material to advertise his cattle 
if he had more he could take a half unit; if he had more, like 
the larger breeders, he could take a whole unit. It seems to 
me the plan adopted last year has taken into consideration 
just such cases as that. A person may subscribe $25, $50, or 
$100. 

President: When those people have animals for sale, if 
they would report those to the secretary, the Association does 
all they can to sell those animals, and I know that many of 
those men feel as if they would rather have those animals 
sold than sell their own lots of times. We should not get into 
the idea that the plan is intended for the larger breeders, be- 
cause the larger breeders probably could spend their money 
and get a card all to themselves, but they are putting their 
names down with these people who do not want to spend so 
much money as that, in order to make it an aim for the Asso- 
ciation and bring buyers. It is a fact, that if several of us 
would advertise separately in different papers that would not 
bring anywhere near the buyers into this county. It is a 
fact that they can see ten or a dozen members at a glance, 
and all of these men within driving distance of each other. 
If there are individual members who have animals for sale, 
report them to the secretary, and report them often enough 
so they will be on file, and the time will come, it may not 
come right away, but it will come. I know a man here a short 
time ago that had five or six bulls, and he was really getting 
anxious to clean them out, and afraid he could not sell them, 
and all that. I had been telling him continually that his only 
trouble would be he would be wishing he had more before 
spring, and I guess he sold three the other day, or two days 
apart, and he has sold three, and I guess he begins to wish he 
had more. That is a good point that was brought out by 
Mr. Longley. Mr. Love, what do you think about it? 

Mr. J. R. Love: -I1 have not very much to say, but I do 
not believe I am quite as much in favor of our last year’s plan 
as I was in the advance of the old sale list. I am only speak- 
ing of my own experience. During the past year I appeared 
among the number that was advertising. I had but very 
little correspondence, and from that correspondence I sold 
nothing; but from the old sale list I sold a great deal. 
When you have the sale list and your animals are listed, just 
what you have got to sell, and the buyer or customer writes 
for what they want; they can see exactly on the sale list what 
is for sale. 

President: You would not be in favor of having the sale 
list take the place of that ad, would you—or would you be in 
favor of running the sale list in addition to it? 

Mr. J. R. Love: No, I think it costs enough as it is. 

President: You think you would cut down. 

Mr. J. R. Love: I would. 

President: What is the expense of running the sale list for 
a year? 

Secretary Fox: 
since we did it. 
got a sale list? 

Mr. J. R. Love: You would not need to advertise nearly 
as much in the paper as you do. 

Secretary Fox: The sale list is a fine thing providing you 
can keep an up-to-date sale list every 24 hours; but the sale 
list becomes old before we can get it out of the printers hands 

Mr. J. R. Love: When a man puts his money in and gets 
nothing for it— 


I do not recollect; it is some time ago 
How are the people going to know you have 
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Secretary Fox: He should not do that. 

Mr. J. R. Love: You are going to look for something else. 

Mr. Fruit: I am in favor of the plan we have already had. 
A good many buyers did not seem to have any idea there was 
any other Guernseys in the state than those around in the 
Waukesha Association. 

President: You have seen some buyers come down with 
Hoard’s Dairyman in their pocket, and open it right to that ad. 

Mr. Fruit: Yes. 

President: I have seen buyers come around, and they 
would have Hoard’s Dairyman in their pocket, and have the 
list on that ad, and making the rounds of the county to see 
that they got those names. We can have some more ideas 
on the sale list too. I do not know just what the cost of the 
sale list is. Give us approximately the cost of it once a month 
for a year. 

Secretary Fox: We got it out quarterly, I think. 

President: A quarterly sales list gets old pretty quickly. 


Dr. Love: Is not that ad that is being run being looked 
upon more as that of private individuals than as that of the 
work of the Waukesha County Guernsey Association. If 
that ad is being run by individual breeders, why it should 
not be; it should be run by the Waukesha Guernsey Associa- 
tion. 

President: It should not be run, you say? 


Dr. Love: No. In other words, if that ad gives the idea 
that there are only ten or twelve Guernsey breeders in the 
county; you say they come in and pull out their Hoard’s 
Dairyman, and you may see the name of Rowlands and Jones 
and Fox and Chapman, and the other names appearing in the 
list, and nobody else is seen. 


President: Well now, there is a little point there. 

Dr. Love: I did not name those names in a personal way. 

President: You could go down and see Williams and Fruit 
and all of them. 

Dr. Love: Those names happened to come to my mind; 
that is not personal. I am just saying that list. 

Secretary Fox: Dr. Love, if there are other parties belong- 
ing to the Association that would like to have these buyers 
visit their places, the only thing for them to do is to get out 
their pocket book and pay the $25, and the buyers will come 
there with Hoard’s Dairyman the same way. 

Dr. Love: Some of us have only got two or three Guern- 
seys, and none to sell, but we may have other things. 

President: What other things do you mean? You say 
they might not have any pure breds to sell, but other things; 
do you mean grades? 

Dr. Love: In other words, I cannot afford to pay $25, 
when I have nothing to sell. 

President: You would not, care to have them come and 
bother you unless you had something to sell. 

Dr. Love: I would like to have them come and look my 
stock over—I am not ashamed of them this year. 

President: I do not think you need to be. 

Mr. William M. Jones: I think we are carrying another 
ad in journals; I do not know how many papers we are carry- 
ing it in; in the Breeders’ Journal, Association ad. 

Secretary: That is the only one. 

President: We are carrying an ad in the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association; that is paid for out of the funds of the Associa- 
tion. I think our ads in the others cost us something like 
$1400, if we did not have the private donations from these men 
to carry on that ad, we could not carry it on, and the men who 
donate $25 to $100 to carry that on, ought to receive some 
material benefit. If they were to donate and say Waukesha 
County Breeders’ Association only, then the man who donates 
$3 would get just the same as the man who donated one 
hundred, and I| am afraid our $100 would run pretty low, 
Dr. Love. 


Dr. Love: Is this ad you are running, the Waukesha 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association, or is it a group of Waukesha 
County Guernsey Breeders ? 

President: Then the idea would be to drop the name 
Waukesha County Guernsey Breeders’ Association, and 
insert Waukesha Co. breeders, and run it separate from the 
Association. 

Dr. Love: It is pretty hard to keep the two apart. 


President: You would keep the two apart? How many 
are in favor of keeping the two apart, not using the name of 
Waukesha Guernsey Breeders’ Association in connection with 
this ad. We advertise, I think, Waukesha Co. Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, and so on, and give the names in this 
list. Now if we are in favor of saying Waukesha County 
breeders, and then let these men run the matter independent 
of the Association, or spend this money to advertise the 
Association at the head of that ad. 


Mr. William M. Jones: I think the doctor is a little mis- 
taken in that ad. I think he is misled a little bit—I do not 
know as he is mislead, but I do not think he looks at it in the 
right light at the present time. We are also advertising our 
own stock, and advertising the Association at the same time. 


Dr. Love: I understand that part of it, but as Mr. Row- 
lands said, when they come into the county the first thing 
they do is to pull out Hoard’s Dairyman, and must just see 
these people whose names appear in the ad. Isn’t that right, 
you said that just a moment ago? 


President: Yes, I did, but these men paid for the ad, that 
is my argument. You believe these men should come in here 
and go and see every member of the Association? 


Dr. Love: Oh no, no, because he would be travelling all 
week. 

President: We would like to get some more views. 

Dr. Love: Well, here is the idea, is it not clear? We are 
running this ad, and some have paid considerable for that ad, 
and others have not paid so much; but it is my experience 
we are looking to these buyers that come, they go to these 
head men, and these men are helping the others to sell their 
stock, if they have none themselves to sell, they are going to 
come to those that paid in $25 or $50, and if they have none 
to sell, they are going out to those that have not paid a cent 
for that ad. 

President: Yes, I presume so. 

Dr. Love: It is my idea we ought to be advertising as a 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association. 

President: The way we are doing now? 

Dr. Love: No, let everybody help. 

President: Let everybody help and pay them out of the 
funds in the Association treasury. 


Dr. Love: I would, and let it go as far as it would. 

President: Mr. Love: we have 260 odd dollars that come 
from members, about 260 from our sale, and I think we could : 
spend about $250 a year. Could we spend that much as an 
Association? 

Mr. William M. Jones, Treasurer: Yes, | think we could. 

President: We could spend about $250 a year as an Asso- 
ciation, advertising Waukesha County, and at the present 
time we are spending $1400. - 

Dr. Love: But the good share of that is paid by about 15 
members, is it not? 

President: Yes, I think all is paid by about 15 members. 

Dr. Love: Pretty near a hundred members getting the 
benefit. 

President: They are all getting a chance to pay for it. 

Dr. Love: They are not paying for it. 

President: I was not on that committee, but | think they 
are getting just as many $25 as they can from the Association. 

Dr. Love: You mean they had a chance? 
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President: Mr. Fox took his automobile and called on 
every member of the Association where there was a chance of 
getting $25, because just as much as they can possibly get 
they are spending in these papers and making the ad larger. 
If there are a number of members here, or the majority of us, 
think that these men who are willing to spend that money 
should spend it separately from the Association, and then 
the Association itself carry an individual ad of its own, that 
is the policy we want to pursue. Let us get the idea of some 
of these advertisers that we have. 

Mr. Kingston: Why not assess these members according 
to what stock they own, and have an equal taxation on it, 
and let them all help you pay, so much from the man with 50 
cows, and so much from the man who has only 5. 

President: So much an animal? 

Dr. Love: I wonder if Mr. Kingston has ever seen the 
assessment list of our town? 

Mr. Kingston: If he has not seen the assessment list of 
our town, he has of his own. 

Dr. Love: When the assessor comes around, a man only 
has about 20 or 25 head, and the most of them are not a year 
old; before the year is out some of our breeders have as high 
as 125. 

Mr. Laney: That would not work, because there would 
not anybody have animals for sale until the buyers come. 

President: You would not have any for sale when the 
necessity arose, and everything to sell when the buyer comes 
around. 

Mr. Kingston: I think the members of this Association 
would be honest enough to tell them how many pure breds 
they own, and you could average them up. 

President: The trouble is, Mr. Kingston, many buyers 
come around and see you haven’t any to sell, and the man 
comes around anxious to sell, and is offered a big price, the 
man would sell; you think he should kind of tax that sale in 
some way, is that your idea? 

Mr. Kingston: No, what cattle they own, it would not 
make any difference whether they were for sale or not. You 
could have them averaged up to a certain figure, that would 
give the whole society a chance to pay in, and I do not think 
it would be very heavy on any one man. 

Mr. Peacock: I would like to ask the gentleman over there 
what he would do with the man that had 25 cows and abso- 
lutely refused to sell any for two years, how his assessment 
would strike him. There are breeders that are just starting 
out, and they have no thought of having anything for sale for 
some little time. Under that plan, as | take it, every owner 
of stock would be assessed so much a head whether he wanted 
to advertise or not. It seems to me the plan has been already 
adopted is the broadest plan and reaches the most people of 
any plan that can be adopted. We took an ad, and knew at 
the time we took the ad we had none for sale; we took a $25 
ad; we were little fellows, and are little fellows yet; and we 
got quite a good many letters, a goodly number of letters from 
different parts of the country, not only in Wisconsin, but far- 
reaching inquiry of us what we had for sale; we did not have 
anything, but we believe we were contributing and helping 
to advertise Waukesha County as a breeders’ center. 

President: I think we are not anywhere near through 
discussing that advertising idea, but we have other business, 
and we will meet here just as quickly as we get through with 
the dinner, and carry on this discussion further. I want to 
call on one more person who was just about to get up, Mr. 
Gavin McKerrow. 

Mr. Gavin McKerrow: We have had little experience; we 
have been one of the little fellows, and just had a $25 ad, but 
we have not got a great deal of actual results in inquiries from 
it; I know we have got just two; but it seems to me we_are 
mighty glad to help advertise Waukesha County, because 
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we have been out, we have seen lots of results from this won- 
derfully efficient advertising that your officers have done; 
but as Mr. Love suggested, I have talked to a few breeders 
around our way, these little fellows, and some of the bigger 
ones possibly, and they seemed to want a sales list. Now I 
would kind of like to suggest that a little of the money be 
taken for a sales list, but I know it is more work for the secre- 
tary, and he is doing more work now than he ought to do; but 
I believe a little of that money in a sales list would probably 
do more good. 

President: You mean a little of this private subscription? 

Mr. McKerrow: Yes—well, collect that money for the 
sales list from the individuals, but give them a chance to have 
a sales list. 

President: 
expenses. 

“Mr. McKerrow: Yes, try and make it, as much as it could. 

President: Suppose the Association pay half of it. 

Mr. McKerrow: Yes, something like that. 

President: And let the individuals who advertise pay the 
other half. 

Mr. McKerrow: Yes, and at the same time let these men 
pay out this money and put their ad under the head of Wau- 
kesha County Breeders’ Association, because I think that 
does the Association good, and does all the members good. 

President: I think we will continue this discussion now 
while we have the matter in mind, and immediately after 
dinner discuss the possibility of the next Guernsey sale. 


If there are any more ideas let us get them quickly, because 
we have only about ten minutes to spend on it. After our 
members have expressed their views I want the ideas of some 
of our advertising men, and see what they think.of such a 
plan, that is, the idea of separating this ad and having it 
carried on by the individual members of the Association, 
that is, on about $1400, spent on advertising by from 12 to 15 
members of the same, and provide for the sale list, and about 
$200 spent advertising the Association. 

Mr. Edgerton: It seems to me on this question of division, 
Mr. Chairman, that it would practically result in splitting of 
the efficiency of the organization. If those who have ad- 
vertised heretofore in this way should say, we will take our 
money and spend it in our own way, you have got practically 
two organizations, and you have split the efficiency of it. 
They never would do it. It would not last more than a year. 
It seems to me the beauty of it is that it is done by this organ- 
ization, we turn our money in to the secretary, and he looks 
after it. Nothing runs of itself, and if those individual ad- 
vertisers are to get together and run their ads separate from 
the Guernsey Breeders Association, that means another 
organization for that purpose, and I think I should be opposed 
to that for that reason. 

President: How would you feel on the sale list, Mr. 
Edgerton? 

Mr. Edgerton: I have not thought anything about it, 
but I am quite ready to subscribe to that as a good thing, 
although I believe, as Mr. Fox, the secretary does, that the 
sale list is obsolete in a week, they are changing all the time, 
and some animals are in the sale to-day that the man perhaps 
does not want to put in to-morrow. However, so far as we 
are concerned, I think perhaps we would take part in that 
also. A 

President: At least you would feel that the Association 
should if even a small number were anxious to do it. 

Mr. Edgerton: Oh yes, we should not oppose that. 

Mr. John H. Williams: It was said that just a few of us

President: Mr. Williams had reference to the time when 
each one donated so much, every man $175, or $150. 

Mr. Williams: Yes, and $350. Some of us older breeders 
know what it is. 

President: They then donated equally, and all paid in for 
the ad, and only about 5 or 6 did. At the present time nobody 
can pay over $100, and it goes down to the man who donates 
$25, and his name appears in the ad; that is what Mr. Wil- 
liams refers to. Who else has something to say on this sub- 
ject? Would you be in favor of a sale list, Mr. Williams? 


Mr. Williams: No, it does not strike me very strong. 

President: If there are a large number prefer and want it, 
do you? 

Mr. Williams: Yes, I will help it along. 

Mr. Fruit: Running two ads would cost a great deal more 
money than it does now. 

President: Mr. Fruit asks if carrying two ads would not 
cost more money. I know they do. Two ads of course of 
smaller denomination would cost more than one large ad. We 
do not get as low a rate. 

Secretary Fox: In most papers. 
that it would not cost more. 
have a flat rate. 

President: Just as much for an inch as six inches, but the 
majority of papers make a reduction in rate for 6 inches. Is 
there anything more? 

Mr. Peacock: In reference to the sales list, it seems to me 
that unless a specified time is given on the sales list, it will be 
inefficient. Supposing that we get out a sales list, and ad- 
vertise a cow, and describe it for sale, and it just particularly 
suitsa man. He goes to that man who advertised it for sale, 
and finds that it has been sold. That might happen right 
straight along on the sales list. You get out a sales list to-day, 
and the day after to-morrow there is not a thing a man could 
buy, if he followed up the sales list, unless there is a specified 
time that that article should stay on the sales list, it seems 
to me. 


Mr. J. R. Love:. Mr. Chairman, that they get on your 
advertising. A man can write to you to-day for an animal, 
and you price that animal, and to-morrow another man comes 
along and buys that animal. You have already priced it. 
There was a man walking up with me today, told of a similar 
instance where he priced him two heifers, and he bought 
them, and he had priced them to two other men, and he re- 
ceived two checks for those animals, and be had to return 
that money because he had already sold the animals. It 
would stand good in that just as well as it does in the sale list. 
The sale list as it was printed before was almost self-support- 
ing, I believe, because each animal that was listed in your sale 
list was assessed so much, I believe 50 cents for a grade, and 
a dollar for a pure bred. 


President: I am going to ask Mr. Schroeder to say some- 
thing on this. This question of advertising is a science, and 
a study, and none of us know very much about real economi- 
cal advertising, and the best of them cannot tell us too much. 
But I will call upon a man who has given some study to the 
matter on the idea of separating our ad and carrying two 
instead of one. 

Mr. Schroeder: I do not know whether I understand that, 
carrying the advertisement separately, you mean one ad- 
vertisement? 

President: The Association spend about $200 each year 
carrying just an Association ad, and individual breeders 
could subscribe about $1400, as last year, to carry their ad, 
and carry it separately. 


There are some papers 
There are one or two papers 
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Mr. Schroeder: It seems to me that the greatest number 
of people are getting the largest amount of good out of the 
present system of advertising. Each individual who is 
spending money under your present system of advertising 
could carry an individual advertisement. They might get 
together and carry it as a combination advertisement, strictly 
under their own names, disregarding the Association entirely. 
In that way, they would be doing themselves the good, but 
would not be doing any good particularly for the Association. 
As they are doing their advertising at the present time, they 
are doing themselves good, and they are also doing the 
Association and every member in the Association, and in fact 
the entire county of Waukesha, and | believe that the present 
system of advertising stands above all other systems of ad- 
vertising that I know anything about, so far as doing some- 
thing for the community is concerned. If this advertising is 
not producing results, and the men still feel that they want 
to do something in a philanthropic way for the Association, 
let them continue to run that advertisement in that way. 
This does not preclude their running other advertisements 
separately, or if necessary for them to sell their goods that 
way. The suggestion that was made by the gentlemen who 
was immediately back of me is all right in this way, that each 
and every herd might be assessed according to the number of 
animals there are in it. He is broad minded enough in his 
argument to feel that he wants to carry the responsibility of 
this advertising as much as anybody else; and if each and 
everyone of the members of this Association would feel that 
same way, it would be good and well for them to do the ad- 
vertising on that plan. But the plan is not as open as the 
present time is. Under the present plan a certain number of 
men have gotten together and devised this plan, and they let 
anybody come in that wants to. The plan that the gentleman 
proposes will force each and every man into, whether he 
wants to come in or not. So far as I am able to see, the pres- 
ent system of advertising that we are doing is the broadest 
minded and most philanthropic; it is doing something for 
many people who are not paying anything for it. If each 
and everyone of the men here feels that he wants to do some- 
thing for the Association, then do it under the taxation system 
proposed by the gentleman in the rear. That is my way of 
looking at it. It does not stop anybody from advertising. I 
do not believe that anybody that is advertising feels that he 
is going to ask everything for himself. In fact I know this 
much, that the public-spirited sentiment and action that 
governs the men who are doing this advertising is big enough 
to help on the other man, and I believe that is the strong 
point of the present system of advertising. These few men 
that are advertising at the present time cannot hope to supply 
the demand for Guernseys that is centered right here in 
Waukesha County. If they cannot supply it, where are they 
going to get it? They have got to go to their neighbors. So 
the neighbor who is not paying for this advertising is getting 
the good out of it. It looks to me like a rather broad-minded 
philanthropic proposition, full of public spirit, and full of 
that spirit which is promoting our community interests in 
advertising lines, whether it is the agricultural line, or any 
other line. I know this much, that the advertising done by 
this community has placed this community far above any 
other community in the United States in the estimation of 
the largest number of people in this country. You are not 
only known in this country, you are known all over the world. 
And why? Because of the advertising system which this 
community has adopted as a community, not as individuals. 
That is the strength of this Association. 


(Applause). 

President: I will call on Mr. Crane, of Hoard’s Dairyman. 

Mr. Crane: The question of advertising is a rather difficult 
question to trace down to specific results, as has been demon- 
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strated here by the testimony that was given by the adver- 
tiser this morning. About all that I can do is to corroborate 
what Mr. Schroeder has said. In travelling over the country, 
as I have for the last 3 or 4 years, especially the eastern part 
of the United States, I found that whenever I say Guernseys 
to breeders, they say, Waukesha County. Now there is a 
cause for this, and the cause is the advertising that has been 
done as an Association. And I would regret very much to 
see the breeders of this community advertise under any other 
head thanthe Waukesha Co. Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
because I think that the other men would suffer. I get 
Dr. Love’s viewpoint of the matter, but I think that the other 
viewpoint overshadows his by far, because of the fact that 
when you speak of Guernseys to a man in this country, and 
he says Waukesha County, instead of saying Mr. Rowlands, 
or Mr. Williams, or those men whose names appear on that 
advertisement, he is coming to this county to get his Guern- 
seys, because we have impressed upon him the fact that the 
Guernseys are here. And he is not going to confine his pur- 
chases or his review of the herds to those men whose names 
appear in the list, because he knows as included in the ad- 
vertising, practically all the advertising carried that there 
are more Guernseys in this county than any other county in 
Wisconsin, and more Guernseys in Wisconsin than in any 
other state in the Union; and any man would know that these 
4 or 5 men, or whatever the number is, do not own all the 
Guernseys in this county. From what I know of advertising, 
and the results that have been obtained from this method, I 
believe that the method now used is very hard to improve upon. 

President: I would call upon Mr. Hoard, of the Wisconsin 
Farmer. 


Mr. Hoard: I do not know that I can say anything dif- 
ferently from what Mr. Schroeder and Mr. Crane have said. 
We recognize that there are two results that we obtain from 
advertising. One is the direct result, and the other is the 
indirect result, and the question is, has the form of advertis- 
ing that has been used been getting us both the direct and the 
indirect results. There is no doubt that it has been getting 
the indirect result, because Waukesha Co. is known as the 
Guernsey Capitol of America. It is widely heralded as hav- 
ing more Guernseys than the Island of Guernsey itself. So 
we can all of us feel sure that we have been getting the indirect 
results out of this advertising. There is only one trouble with 
direct results—we are apt not to recognize them; we are apt 
to take it as a matter of course, as though it would have hap- 
pened anyway. And the members of the Association who 
have been advertising probably feel that they have not been 
getting any results out of this advertisement, because they 
have not been getting direct results, have not been 
getting the letters; but Waukesha County is not troubled 
with having a surplus of stock at the present time, and that 
is due to the fact largely because of the indirect results that 
this advertising has been getting, putting Waukesha County 
on the Guernsey map. Some of the members who have done 
the advertising claim they have not been getting the direct 
results of this advertising that they ought to expect, and that 
may be true. What direct results they ought to get of course 
is Just an estimate, and it may be that they “have been getting 
more direct results than they think they have been getting. 
I think however, that the direct results could be increased by 
a little more variety in the advertising, a little more variety 
in the topic. A sales list, I believe, could be worked with the 
ad that has been run. For instance, you might mention in 
the ad, send to some member—I would not suggest that we 
have the secretary do it, because I think he has got all the 
work he can do now, but pick out some man and call him 
your sales manager, or simply just choose the name at ran- 
dom, say, for instance, send to R. W. Rowlands for sales list, 
or some other name, some man who has no office now in the 
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Association, and some one on whom it would not impose an 
added burden. Another way in which I think you might add 
to the direct results: each week some man who is paying in 
his hundred dollars could have a part of the ad reserved for 
him, telling what he has for sale, what his herd bull is; that 
tells half, when you tell what his herd bull is; then tell the 
animals, not the names, whether bull calves or serviceable, 
which are heifers and which are cows in milk; and then have 


some other man’s name next time. These are simply sug- 
gestions. 


As to the matter of advertising as an Association, the two 
might be worked together. For instance, the Association 
might provide $250 to place at the head of the ad. Waukesha 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association on every ad; and right under 
that “‘there are 90.members in this Association; come to 
Waukesha County for your Guernseys.”” Then the men 
that are paying in their $100 a piece could have their names 
put down below under a heading something like this: “Among 
the largest breeders in the county are so and so,”” mentioning 
the names; they would pay for that part of it themselves, and 
the other 90 members, or the other 80 members would carry 
the fact that there are 90 members in this Association, I think 
there are about 98 to-day, or even 100 in this Association; 
then add “come to Waukesha County when you want 
Guernseys. Send to R. W. Rowlands for sales list.” 


Those are simply suggestions and may or may not meet 
with the approval of the Association. But I believe that the 
present system of advertising is the most economical system 
that you can use, and I believe it can be made a strong system 
for getting direct results. 


President: Thank you, Gentlemen. We just have a few 
minutes, and there are some of the older breeders in the room. 
There are many others I would like to call on, who have had 
some experience in advertising and have paid the money. 
I want to ask Mr. Reitbrock, of the firm of Reitbrock Bros. 
and: brother-in-law, to tell us what he thinks of this idea. 
He has sat there very patiently. 


Mr. Reitbrock: I have been listening with interest, but 
of course as an outsider altogether. Our experience with 
advertising of course is entirely personal to ourselves. You 
have a different problem here than we have. Advertising 
certainly brings results if carried on continuously, and it 
seems to me you ought not to make a break in the system 
that you have been following, except perhaps inasmuch as 
theAssociation gets some benefit of the ad, your Association 
should see fit to contribute something towards the ad. But 
it does seem to me that this continuous advertising of the 
Association by whoever does so advertise, has brought you 
results, even though they are only indirect. It has in fact 
helped not only the Association here, but all of the other 
breeders in this state. You have advertised Wisconsin as a 
Guernsey center. And certainly it is of advantage in raising 
the value of your stock, whether you sell any or not. I can 
appreciate that you get better advertising and more of it by 
individual subscriptions, because your Association cannot 
afford to pay all of it. It seems to me that by working in 
harmony and in conjunction of the Association with these 
several leaders you get better results than if you divided up 
your powder. 

President: There are other men whom I should like to 
call on, but I am just going to put these questions right 
pointedly now. Vote quickly. 


All in favor of a sales list will raise the right hand—I see 
two. 


Are there any more in favor of sales lists once a month or 
once a quarter—just two—well, there are not any more then 
who are in favor of having a sales list than just two members 
of the Association, 
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Then we will put the other question: How many are in 
favor of splitting the ad, the Association carrying an inde- 
pendent ad, and the individuals members carrying their own 
ad. Raise your right hand. I do not see anybody. How 
many are in favor of carrying the ad something similar to 
the way it is being carried to-day? 

(The response was practically unanimous, by most of those 
present raising their right hand). 


President: Well, I do not think there is room for dis- 
cussion on that point any more. But I want to say to the 
members who have an idea that maybe they are not getting 
as good results as they should, that if they do want a sales 
list, or if there is even a small minority who would like to 
have this sales list, I am sure the board of directors will be 
very glad to furnish it. The men who are riding may be just 
outside of the center, or there may be people who think the 
buyers do not come quite often enough to take the surplus 
stock they do have. If you want a sales list I know the board 
of directors would be willing to have it. We cannot print a 
sales list for one or two men, because we are spending the 
money of 98 men; but if there are a small minority who want 
a sales list, I can speak to the board of directors, and I am 
sure it will be printed for you. Let your demands be known 
any time you feel like it. If you can get a sufficient number 
who desire that sales list, it will be printed. We surely want 
you to get just as much benefit out of the Association as you 
possibly can. If you have got bulls to sell, you can rest 
assured the officers of the Association will spend all the time 
they have and can afford to spend in selling the bulls. because 
if there is one thing we do not like it is to have the men who 
are beginning, telling us that they cannot sell stock, because 
we think if they can sell stock anywhere in the world they 
can sell it in Waukesha County. 


Mr. Schroeder: Along that line of a sales list, I think I 
might suggest something that would work out quite efficient- 
ly, and might be worked out by each individual member for 
himself. If they feel that they ought to have a sales list, let 
them make out an individual sales list, and place this in the 
hands of those who are advertising, and whenever these mem- 
bers have a buyer around who is looking for stock, and they 
cannot supply it easily, it is very easy to know how to get it. 
These individual sales lists can be made as to each individual, 
and that will make them up-to-date. 


President: In other words, they might inform the secre- 
tary or the people who are advertisers, that they have stock 
for sale, and give a list of them. 


Mr. Schroeder: They might do it in writing, or have a 
little sheet printed. I know of one advertiser who is doing 
this regularly, and it seems to be working efficiently; I think 
that would be a factor involving that problem. 


Mr. Peacock: I would like to make one suggestion for the 
small man who is not advertising in this big list. Why could 
it not be arranged so that the Association would print and 
pay for perhaps twice a year or four times a year, a list of 
every member of the Association, under that Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association ad. 


President: A list of the members, you mean? The secre- 
tary does print a list every year. . 

Mr. Peacock: Why not do it right in the ad, four times a 
year, or twice a year, so that the country will know, and the 
people that are not advertising will be known as members of 
the Association. 

President: Do you think you could get a hundred names 
in one of those ads? 

Mr. Peacock: I should think so, and let the Association 
pay for that. 

President: Mr. Schroeder, can you get a hundred names 
in a six or four inch ad?

Mr. Schroeder: No, you cannot. That would be rather 
an expensive propostion. Those names would be so small 
you would have to use a glass to see them. I do not think 
that would be a practical proposition. I think that you would 
find it money going without producing results. To put those 
names in in sufficiently large space, together with the address, 
would cost you more money than you think. I think you 
might say in printing those ads “‘there are a hundred mem- 
bers in the Waukesha Co. Guernsey Breeders’ Association,” 
or “‘a hundred herds in Waukesha County,” or you might 
have separate lists printed and say, “write for this list.” 

President: Yes, we can put that right on there nicely. 


I] think we will leave the matter now to the board of direc- 
tors, and we will try to do something to remove this point 
which has been brought up to-day. 

The banquet hour is now here. 

There is one point we have not taken up, and that is, the 
discussion of our annual sale. There is a feeling among some 
of the members that it is getting to be quite a burden, and is 
selling some animals out of the county that they do not get 
as much for as they ought to, sometimes. Other members 
are enthusiastic for the sale, and are willing to put animals 
in it. We will hear the matter discussed pro and con im- 
mediately after the banquet hour. As soon as possible retire 
to this room, and we will take that matter up. 


Immediately after this meeting is adjourned, Mr. Gaspar 
has asked that we fall in line in couples, you and your wife, 
or if you do not have wives, your best girl, or friend, or who- 
ever you want to take along with you. There is a guest table, 
the first table to the right in front of the door. We should 
like to seat the further end of the banquet room first, so you 
who go in first go clear to the further end. For one thing, you 
are nearer to the kitchen, and will be treated a little better, 
but fill that end first anyway. We would also like to have 
the members see that all strangers who are here this morning 
are comfortably seated in the banquet room before getting 
seats ourselves. We want to feel that our friends are well 
taken care of, and I will ask the members to hold back a little 
and see that our friends and guests and strangers who are 
here with us get the choice of the dining room. 

Secretary Fox: We have arranged for about 215 plates, 
that is all they can possibly seat at one time. I do not know 
just how many there are here, but we are very anxious to 
have everybody seated at the same time, if we can. If we 
cannot do that, the few that remain will be seated at a second 
table. Before entering the banquet hall, be sure to register 
at the office and buy your tickets. The tickets for the plate 
will be one dollar. Be sure to get those immediately after 
adjourning. 

President: If there is no other business to come up right 
now, the meeting will be adjourned until immediately after 
the banquet hour. I will not set the time, for fear we may 
have a little time to spare. We will repair now to the ban- 
quet room. 

(The banquet was held at Rest Haven, and about 225 
members of the Association, guests and friends were present). 
AFTERNOON SESSION, JANUARY 22, 1914, 2.30 P. M. 

Meeting called to order by the President. 

President: Gentlemen, we will take just about ten minutes 
to discuss the sale. We have not decided definitely whether 
we are going to hold an annual sale next spring or not. We 
have held four sale, and we want to get and idea of how the 
members feel about it at the present time. Before the direc- 
tors have been somewhat up in the air, so to speak, and did 
not know whether we could hold one, or whether we are short 
of animals. Some people are enthusiastic, some people luke- 
warm. We would like to know what you think about it. 

Mr. J. R. Love: I do not believe we can afford to do 
without a sale, if we ever expect to hold one in the future: it 
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looks to me as though it is necessary to hold a sale this year, 
because if we drop one sale we lose the prestige we have al- 
ready gained. That is my opinion of the sale. 

President: You think we ought to have one? 

Mr. Love: I do. 

Dr. Love: I am mighty strongly in favor of a sale. 

President: You are in favor of it? 

Dr. Love: Yes, sir, but I have nothing to sell. I have two 
that I might put in the sale, but it do not believe you would 
permit them; they are both blind. 

President: Mr. Love, you are in favor of the sale; suppose 
we run short, what is your idea of finding animals for sale? 


Mr. J. R. Love: I have been one of the board of directors 
every year, and this same proposition has come up at every 
sale. When we first start out we do not have enough, but 
the day of the sale the cattle are always there. Where there 
is a will, there is a way. 

President: Mr. Wendt, what do you think about it? 

Mr. Wendt: I think it is a good thing for the Association 
to keep up their annual sale. I do not think I would be able 
to help out very much this year, but I think we ought to 
have the sale. 

Mr. Laney: I think that the sale is a fine thing, especially 
from an advertising standpoint. I think it is one of the finest 
advertising stunts we can get hold of. 

President: What is your idea of getting enough animals? 

Mr. Laney: That is a stiff proposition. I do not know 
where we can get them. I do not know as we can put in any 
animals this year. 

President: Would you advise buying some animals? 

Mr. Laney: I think that is a very good idea, if you can 
make some money on them. 

President: Mr. Longley, what do you say? 

Mr. Longley: I think it is a good thing to hold the sale if 
we can get the number of animals, and give such a sale as we 
had before. 

President: If we are going to get the number of animals, 
but if we cannot get them, what is your idea? 

Mr. Longley: I haven’t any idea. 

President: In our own locality. Suppose you cannot find 
animals right here, any Waukesha animals. 

Mr. Longley: If we can buy animals, and buy good ani- 
mals, why we can get them put in the sale. 

President: Buy them so the buyer can guarantee them to 
the public. 

Mr. Longley: Yes, you have got to guarantee them to the 
public when you sell them. 

President: I say buy, and buy such animals as you can 
guarantee to the public. 

Mr. Longley: Yes. 

President: Who else has some ideas on this question. Is 
there anybody opposed to the sale? Let me hear from that 
quarter. Gavin McKerrow, what have you got to say about 
it? 

Mr. Gavin McKerrow: I want to say that we are all, that 
is, all the McKerrows, in favor of the sale. We are in favor 
of it from an advertising standpoint especially, and while we 
do not have anything we really want to sell, and are not anx- 
ious to put any in, we would be willing to help with some 
animals. I would not say a great many, but we would be 
willing to put some in this year. 

President: What do you say, Mr. William M. Jones? 

Mr. William M. Jones: I am quite in favor of the sale, but 
| have not very many animals to consign this year. 

Mr. J. R. Love: A year ago | think the time he was asked, 
he had two to put in, but when we got to work he had a great 
many more. I think it will be the same next time. 

Mr. John H. Williams: I think the sale is a good thing 
from an advertising standpoint, but I do not know whether 
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it is a good thing unless we can get plenty of cattle, the ma- 
jority from our own county. That is the way I look at it. 
President: You believe in having the majority from this 
county? 
Mr. John H. Williams: I would rather see the majority 


from. Waukesha County: it would look more like Waukesha 
Co. cattle. 


President: 
animals? 

Mr. John H. Williams: I think it would be all right. 

President: Providing we can buy animals we.can guaran- 
tee to the public. 

Mr. John H. Williams: Yes. It was a high class sale 
last year, and there were a number of other animals that were 
just as good as any put in the sale. We do not always happen 
to get that luck. They proved to be good. They were care- 
fully bought. 

President: Mr. D. L. Williams. 


Mr. D. L. Williams: I have not been putting any in the 
sale. The simple reason why I have not been putting any in 
the sale is because of the laws of the sale. I do not like the 
laws of he sale. You haven’t a bid. I bring possibly a thous- 
and dollar cow—you wonder possibly whether I have got a 
thousand dollar cow, but I have got a good many of them— 
and I would not want to put that $1000 cow in the sale think- 
ing that I have not got one bid to put on that cow. And ac- 
cording to the laws of the sale, you cannot put one bid, you 
have got to stand by it, if you lose $500, and I cannot sacri- 
fice $500 on a cow. 

President: Anybody else anything to say on this point? 

Mr. Thomas Stewart: I haven’t got anything to sell. 

President: What do you think of the sale? 

Mr. Stewart: I think it will be all right. 

President: You think it is all right, and a good thing? 

Mr. Stewart: Yes, I think it is, but I have not got any- 
thing to put in. 

President: Everybody seems to think it is a fine thing, 
but keep out of the water, that is what it looks like. We 
cannot spend very much time discussing it. If you have got 
anything more to say, or any changes that you might suggest 
in any way we would be glad to get them, but we cannot spend 
much time discussing it. If no one has any more remarks to 
add, we would like to close the discussion. We should like to 
carry it on, but we haven’t got the time. 

Mr. Fox: One name has been suggested to add to the list.

President: If you think of any more, I am going to call fo4 
new members in just a few moments, and that will be the last 
opportunity.

President: All in favor of the resolution as read will please 
stand.

President: We will give you at the present time an oppor- 
tunity to present the names of new members. We have the 
name of Mr. C. R. Gilman for one, and I would like to get the 
name of Mr. Howard Hubbell, and | think-another gentleman, 
Mr. Lawson, mentioned the name of another man.

These names of new members will be referred to the board 
of directors, as were the previous sixteen names that have 
been presented here to-day. 

I am pleased to inform our visitors anyway that this ends 
our business session, and we are ready to go forward with our 
program for the afternoon. 

As usual, the President’s Address will be dispensed with, 
as has always been the policy, to save time. 

The first thing this afternoon will be a solo by Miss Fannie 
Peterson, of Carroll College. (Applause) 

Solo—Miss Fannie Peterson (Carroll College). 

President: The next number is an address by Mr. Earl 
Roberts, Oconomowoc, on “Feeding and Breeding for Ad- 
vanced Registry Work.” I take great pleasure in introducing 
Mr. Roberts to you at this time, though we all know him 
pretty well. (Applause) 

Mr. Earl Roberts, Oconomowoc, addressed the Association 
as follows: 


Feeding and breeding and their relation to each other in 
Advanced Registry work is a subject which at once opens up 
for discussion the entire conduct of this most important and 
interesting branch of our diary business. We hear much dis- 
cussion as to the relative importance of the care and feed on 
the one hand and the natural ability on the other hand. We 
hear views expressed which vary from the extreme in one 
direction to the extreme in the other. But to any student of 
the subject the relative importance of each one is of far less 
import than a craeful consideration and study of each one. 

The subject of feeding resolves itself into a consideration of 
balanced rations, proper combinations of different kinds of 
feeds, regularity, variety, palatability, and probably most 
important of all, the good judgment of the feeder. 

The study of balanced rations is a technical study. In 
practice it is best to accept the conclusions of investigators 
who have spent years of careful study and have drawn their 
conclusions from experiments extending over a long period 
of years. We have at our command tables of requirements 
for cows giving a certain amount of milk of a certain fat con- 
tent, together with a table of digestible nutrients of all the 
ordinary feeds. 

We know that the most efficient ration is a balanced ration, 
but experience has also shown that the ration for maximum 
production is not always the ration for the most economical 
production. It is the sameas in the case of a steam engine 
where the power representing the maximum output of that 
engine is not the same as the power representing the most 
economical output. That is to say, an engine may develop, 
iet us say, a maximum of 20 H. P., at a certain cost per H. P. 
But if we run that same engine so as to develop only 15 H. P., 
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it might do so at a smaller cost per H. P. So, in like manner, 
a cow might be fed so as to produce, let us say, 600 lbs. of 
butter fat in a year. But if that same cow were fed so as to 
produce only 400 lbs., she might do so at a less cost per lb. 
And so in Advanced Registry work we are confronted by a 
problem a little different than in the case of ordinary produc- 
tion. And right here lies one of the hidden abilities of a 
truly great cow. A cow, which when fed to her limit and at 
the same time produces butter fat at a low price per lb., is 
surely a better cow than one which can produce just as much 
but produces it at a cost per pound considerably greater than 
if she had been fed so as to produce considerably less. And 
so here we find one of the great benefits of Advanced Registry 
work and one upon which, I fear, many of us have not yet laid 
sufficient stress, but one which is a keynote for the develop- 
ment of a high producing herd which, at the same time, is an 
economically producing herd. 


Now in feeding we find that while a ration may be perfectly 
well balanced, yet it may not be a desirable ration, and for 
two reasons: It may be excessively expensive, and it may be 
one which would be injurious to the system of the cow. I 
believe we should endeavor to raise on our own farms as 
large a portion of our feed as possible, and the work that our 
Experiment Station has done along this line and especially 
so through the efforts of Prof. Moore in aiding the intro- 
duction of alfalfa growing, and in introducing grains with a 
higher protein content should be given due praise. No cow 
can stand the strain of heavy feeding on high concentrates 
without a liberal amount of good nutritious roughage, and 
alfalfa, properly cut and properly cured should be a part of 
the ration of every high producing cow. And I believe, 
furthermore, that we are not raising or feeding roots as liber- 
ally as we should. Here in America silage is rightfully our 
great succulent feed not only for winter but for summer as 
well. Roots have about the same feeding value as silage but 
cost more to grow and require more labor. But they are im- 
portant in the ration because they give variety, and besides 
this it is a well known fact that if cows receive a reasonable 
amount of roots they are able to assimilate a larger amount 
of grain without producing any bad effect. 


There is one other thing which should receive our considera- 
tion at this time and that is that a ration containing an ex- 
cessive amount of protein acts as a stimulus for a greater flow 
milk. But there is a great danger in feeding such a ration 
because it affects the breeding power of the animal, and there 
is no doubt but that many great cows have been ruined in 
this way. It is better to play safe and take a little smaller 
record, a record really consistent with the ability of the cow 
than to ruin her by feeding a ration against which nature 
rebels and deals out the penalty accordingly. 

And in just this connection we find the greatest objection 
to Advanced Registry work. We frequently hear the state- 
ment “I would sooner have a good producing cow without a 
record than to have one after she has been forced for a high 
record.” I was very much interested recently in reading in 
the Xmas number of the “ Breeder’s Gazette” the views of 
several practical authorities on this subject. The concensus 
of opinion seemed to be that while many cows have become 
barren because of overfeeding, yet the true feeder should and 
does guard against this very thing and knows when the safe 
limit of production is. And so, as in the case of all achieve- 
ment, the secret of success after all lies in the good judgment 
of the man back of it. 

In a short discussion of this kind it is impossible to even 
touch upon all the principles of breeding involved in relation 
to Advanced Registry work. But the one great fact that 
stands forth is that the milk and butter fat producing ability 
of a cow is an inherited characteristic and is inherited accord- 
ing to fixed rules. Experiments seem to indicate that th? 
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influence exerted by each generation is, if considered in a 
large number of cases, fixed. And investigators tell us that 
the two parents together exert an influence of one-half, that 
the four grandparents together exert an influence of one- 
fourth, and so on. The most practical fact, it seems to me, 
to be gathered from this is the importance of the first two 
generations because according to the rules these two genera- 
tions exert an influence equal to 75% of the whole. And so 
if an animal is sired by, let us say, a great grandson of some 
famous individual, that in itself should not carry too much 
weight in our selection. 


But we find that some animals are more prepotent than 
others. That is, they possess the ability to transmit to their 
offspring, their characteristics to a greater degree than the 
average as stated in the law referred to above. And so the 
general rule of selection must be modified in any particular 
case, either one way or the other, according as to whether the 
prepotency of the particular individual is known to be above 
or below the average. 

One more point | wish to touch upon is the question as to 
whether an acquired characteristic may be inherited. This 
is a point which is responsible for much confusion as well as 
argument. Let us consider a special case. Suppose we have 
a cow that under ordinary normal conditions will produce 300 
lbs. of butter fat in a year. Now let us feed and develop her 
so that she produces say 500 lbs. of fat. Will her offspring 
have a greater tendency toward a higher production because 
of the fact that she has been fed for this high record. Now it 
seems to me that while this may be a good field for investiga- 
tion, yet for the practical breeder it is after all of little if any 
real importance, and for this reason. The great value of 
Advanced Registry work is to aid us in our selection. It is by 
far the most reliable criterion by which to make our selection 
Without it we are at sea and cannot tell what our results will 
be. Yeksa Sunbeam was purchased before her famous record 
for less than the present price of an average grade cow. If 
we use a sire in our herd from a dam of uncertain producing 
power we may be grading up our herd more rapidly than we 
should have reason to believe. But, on the other hand, we 
may not be grading up at all, but may even be grading down- 
wards. 

Now the A. R. rules provide for a yearly test. This neces- 
sitates the delaying of the breeding of the animal for several 
months which sometimes makes it difficult to again get the 
cow with calf especially in the case of older cows. This has 
been the object of criticism by a great many and a change to 
a ten months’ record has been advocated. While the ten 
months’ records might reduce the frequent ruinous effects 
referred to above, yet I am inclined to think that it could be 
abused in the same manner although to not as great an extent. 
Furthermore, all records made up to the present time are 
yearly records and a change to a different period would pro- 
duce much confusion in the comparison of records. 


No achievement worthy the name was ever-acquired with- 
out some difficulty. And so, while there are difficulties and 
even pitfalls, yet the advantages to be gained are so many 
that I believe many more should engage in this work. Ask 
yourself not, ““Can I afford the extra time and expense ne- 
cessary in this work?” but rather ask, “Can I afford to delay 
longer the start?”” Many, I fear, delay starting, continually 
waiting for something sensational. Of course, a great record 
is a sensation in the breed circle, and while it may lead to 
great immediate financial returns, yet I believe that several 
good average records will do more toward the development 
of a good profitable herd than will one large record. For 
after all it is the raising of the average production of the breed 
which is more to be desired than merely the development of 
a dozen or two sensational animals, to the neglect of the rest 


of the breed. 
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In conclusion I would say that the A. R. work if conducted 
properly and under reasonable and sensible conditions will 
result in few if any bad effects. And the cows should come 
forth from their year’s work, not ruined beaten animals, but 
should be even better individuals than before. Their capacity 
for assimilation should have been increased, and their per- 
sistency of milk flow should have been fixed. And so in clos- 
ing I would advance the slogan “‘A. R. work for more and 
better cows.” 

President: I am sorry that we have not the time to take 
up Mr. Robert’s subject and discuss it. He has certainly 
covered it very thoroughly, and we are indebted to him for 
having the question presented to us in such a way this after- 
noon. 

We have had a telegram from Professor A. W. Hopkins, 
saying that he will not be able to be here this afternoon. We 
are very sorry, as we looked for something good from Pro- 
fessor Hopkins. He has always given us something good 
when he was here in the past. 

For this reason we will have the next two numbers on the 
program in succession.

President: The next number on the program is by one 
whom we know so well that he scarcely needs introduction. 
Professor Humphrey has tramped up and down the state of 
Wisconsin from one end to the other, from top to bottom, and 
from east to west, organizing these breeders’ associations, 
and I am reminded of the story of the two Irishmen who came 
to this country and were walking down the railroad track; the 
train came behind them, and one of the Irishmen promptly 
jumped over onto the bank; the other Irishman ran down the 
track as hard as he could; his partner called to him to get off 
the track as fast as he could, and his reply was, ‘‘ You spal- 
peen, if I can’t beat him on the level, how do you expect I am 
going to beat him up the hill.”” (Laughter) It certainly 
gives us pleasure to have Prof. Humphrey with us this after- 
noon, and I am very glad to introduce him to you now. He 
always has something interesting, and something that we 
are pleased to listen to. (Applause) 

Professor G. C. Humphrey, of the Wisconsin College of 
Agriculture, spoke as follows: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen, Members of the 
Waukesha County Guernsey Breeders’ Association: I am 
sure that I always enjoy coming to Waukesha County, and 
am glad to be here to-day, and to look into your faces again. 
It is true that I come here quite often and have this opportu- 
nity, and yet | notice in the audience to-day a good many 
strange faces, which leads me to believe that the Waukesha 
County Guernsey Breeders’ Association is increasing in 
membership and progressing, as we are told all through Wis- 
consin, and in other states of the Union that this Association 
is growing and developing and doing the work which it is 
doing in the way of developing the dairy interests in this 
county. 


The audience looks very complete. I was thinking a few 
moments ago, that it was too bad the cows were not here. 
(Laughter). I am sure they would enjoy the sentiment of 
the songs that we have just listened to with reference to cows 
in the clover (laughter), and I think the sentiment they 
would appreciate in particular is ““I love you.” (Laughter). 


I am sure the people of Waukesha County are in love with 
their particular breeds, and that you as an Association, are 
in love with the Guernsey cow. The Guernsey cow to-day is 
a representative of a breed. And in attempting to find some- 
thing to talk about this afternoon, I do not know but what I 
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ought to have acted on the suggestion of Mrs. Humphrey, 
when she said, “talk about a minute.” (Laughter). 

But I knew that you would expect more than that, and it 
occurred to me that there is a subject which refers to the one 
on our program, the maintenance of breed excellence, which 
would undoubtedly interest you, and one in which every 
breeder of grade and pure bred livestock should be interested 
in, because of the importance of this matter of maintenance 
of breed excellence. I felt somewhat embarrassed, however, 
after choosing the subject, because it is a new subject, and 
one on which I have not practised as I go up and down the 
state of Wisconsin. (Laughter). There are some subjects 
that we get into the habit of discussing, and have good op- 
portunity to practice up, and practice helps out wonderfully. 


In discussing this subject, therefore, I hope that you will 
pardon me if I refer to what I have written, and would like to 
include in what I may say this afternoon on this subject of 
the maintenance of breed excellence. I regret that it is not 
all prepared, but I wish to assure the secretary of your Asso- 
ciation that I shall be glad to complete it, and in that way 
relieve your stenographer from taking further notes on what 
I may say. 

Breed excellence and maintenance of it, concerns, as I 
have already said, every breeder of grade and pure bred live- 
stock. The standing popularity and success of breeds de- 
pends upon breed excellence. The future prominence of a 
given breed, the respect and admiration which people will 
have for a given breed, and the profit which men will realize 
upon what they have invested in animals representing a given 
breed, will depend upon breed excellence. 

Breed excellence refers to those characteristics possessed 
by a large number of cattle in common, which gives them 
identity, fixity of type, a superior value in serving a given 
purpose, and an ability to reproduce themselves in successive 
generations with all of these characteristics preserved. 


Guernsey excellence, for example, refers to a combination 
of those characteristics given to this breed, including cattle of 
medium size, fawn and white color, rich yellow secretions, 
beautiful outline, intelligent, gentle disposition, and ability 
to produce economically milk of rich yellow color. 

Breed excellence may be contrasted with nondescript 
character, lack of uniformity in type, irregularity in the 
manner of reproduction, and an uncertainty of profits, all of 
which are characteristics of our common native animals and 
of grade and pure-bred animals of inferior type. 

Breed excellence is the result of systematic and painstaking 
effort on the part of those who have been concerned in the 
foundation and development of our breeds, and of the work 
of the same character that is being done to-day in the pre- 
servation and further development of breeds by those active- 
ly engaged in breeding. This work, where successful, is being 
done to-day, and must be done at all times on the basis of 
well defined principles. With the increase in the number of 
cattle of a given breed and in the number of people who breed 
them, there is not the increase in understanding on the part 
of men with reference to these fundamental principles which 
have to do with successful livestock breeding. 

These fundamental principles may be enumerated as fol- 
lows: High ideals, based upon intelligent observations and 
.wise conclusions regarding the fitness of animals for serving 
a given purpose, the selection of animals which correspond 
to a character ideal, a high regard for purity of breeding, 
well-established bloodlines, and ability to perform their 


functions satisfactorily, mating to correct common defects, 
the elimination of animals that are hopelessly deficient in 
character and ability, and last, but not least, a high regard 
for liberal food supply and all that tends to insure the proper 
development of each individual into what otherwise might 
become a sad disappointment. 
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The fundamental laws of heredity and variation necessitate 
strict adherence to the above principles. Heredity is better 
understood as the law that like tends to produce like. | 
might say here that I heard a story; perhaps I have told it 
before; I do not know how often I tell my stories; I have a few 
of them to tell once in a while to illustrate these subjects. | 
heard one not long ago with reference to this matter of heredi- 
ty. It referred to a man who was boiling sap in a sugar bush. 
He was standing by the empty sap barrel, watching the kettle 
boil, when he heard a noise in the tree above him; he turned 
and looked back, and it is claimed that a panther was about 
to spring upon him; he simply had time to jump to one side, 
and fortunately the panther went into the open barrel, which 
he quickly turned bottom side up and got on top of it; that 
saved him; but the situation was perplexing because of the 
fact that he did not dare get off of the barrel. The panther 
wheeled about in the barrel, and it happened the bung was 
out, and the tail happened to come out. It is claimed that 
the man grabbed the panther by the tail and tied a knot in it, 
and then ran for his life, (Laughter) and for his gun. Upon 
getting the gun and going back to the sap bush, the panther 
and barrel had disappeared, and he had to give it up after 
looking about, for he could find nothing of the panther or the 
barrel. Time went on. A year later he was in that sap bush 
‘again boiling sap one day, and again heard a noise in the tree, 
and he looked about and, as the story goes, he saw the old 
panther with that sap barrel tied to its tail, and behind that 
panther were nine little panthers, and each pretty little pan- 
ther had a barrel tied to its tail. (Laughter). 


I might say that this law of heredity, as we understand it, 
is the law that like tends to produce like. If that law will 
produce any such results as that, it is something that we cer- 
tainly must be concerned about, with reference to what it will 
reproduce in the character of animals with which we are deal- 
ing. 

Variation may be defined as the law that like does not tend 
to produce like. The two laws are often considered antagon- 
istic to one another, and in many respects are. Oftentimes, 
however, variations which are noted in the types of two ani- 
mals are but the result of heredity or the predominance of 
characteristic given to some more or less remote ancestor 
about which the breeder has no knowledge. This emphasizes 
the importance of well-established blood lines and prepoten- 
tial on the part of animals in transmitting those characteris- 
tics most desirable. 

Only in the use of bred and tested for production sires and 
dams can the breeder of dairy cattle be most certain of realiz- 
ing that which constitutes his ideal. This will tend to over- 
come many of the disappointments with which the breeders 
meet at the present time, and about which our people are 
concerned. 

It must be admitted that there are many disappointments 
which come to the man who believes in a high ideal upon so- 
called standards for changing animals, and upon the basis of 
records made in advanced registry tests. These ideals are 
necessary, however, and the disappointments which come to 
the true breeder of livestock only spur him on to greater work 
and effort to succees. To him we owe much for breed excel- 
lence and its maintenance. Conditions of environment are 
the chief cause of variations which develop in well-established 
blood lines and in the maintenance of breed excellence. 


As animals become generally distributed, animals of our 
pure breeds become generally distributed throughout the 
state, too much emphasis cannot be laid upon all those con- 
ditions which influence animals in their development for 
good or for bad. Sanitary barns, proper methods of care and 
management, all tend to produce favorable conditions of en- 
vironment, and to insure the maintenance of breed excellence, 
while a disregard for them endangers the welfare of our breeds. 
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GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ 


The matter of maintenance of breed excellence conerns 
the breeders of pure bred stock, and those who are in love 
with the distinct breed, more than it does anyone else. We 
have people concerned to the extent that we have our definite 
organizations to-day for establishing breed excellence and for 
preserving it. You have your national associations; you have 
your advanced registry system; we have our various state 
organizations; we have, we are proud to say, in Wisconsin, 
our community associations; we have our cow testing asso- 
ciations; we have our educational institutions; we have men 
who are devoting their time to the publishing of live stock 
periodicals, that are doing the work of maintianing breed 
excellence. 

To reduce the matter of maintenance of breed excellence 
to the most practical basis is a work that should be given 
careful consideration by all of our breeders of pure bred live- 
stock. It is a work that we hope to encourage in these com- 
munity association, to the extent that they will be more care- 
ful in the guarding of that matter of breed excellence. 


Too much time and effort and energy is required to estab- 
lish new breeds. Our success in dairying and in livestock 
production of all classes should be carried on with breeds that 
have already been established for many centuries. 


In discussing this subject to this extent, it undoubtedly 
will set you to thinking, and offer many suggestions. There 
is one particular phase, one particular factor, which I would 
like to emphasize in what little time there is at our disposal 
this afternoon. It is generally recognized by all breeders of 
live stock to-day, that the sire constitutes the most important 
factor in shaping the character of our breeds. I am here to- 
day to say that as | travel up and down through Wisconsin, 
as I go out among the farmers and observe the use that is 
being made of sires, there is much to give me encouragement. 
I believe to-day that the common promiscuously bred sire is 
being rapidly replaced by the pure bred sire with his long 
pedigree, his certificate of registry. In too many instances, 
however, | find that there is little knowledge concerning the 
pedigree, concerning the individuality of that particular pure 
bred sire. And I feel to-day that every man who has the 
interests of a breed at heart can well afford to give particular 
attention to the work of creating a greater appreciation on the 
part of farmers and of all classes of people for that pure bred, 
bred for production, and tested sire. The tendency is to 
buy a young calf and grow him up to become the sire. He is 
used perhaps one, two, two and a half or three years, some- 
times until he begins to show signs of ugliness and ill dispo- 
sition, and he is sent to the butcher, and another sire is pur- 
chased. Too many times his progeny, his daughters are 
maintained, cared for in a promiscuous way, not appreciated, 
and I believe to-day in the state of Wisconsin that even 
among breeders of pure bred stock we are too careless in the 
character of sires that we are putting at the heads of our 
herds. We are taking chances on animals with pedigrees; we 
are taking chances on animals with advanced registry produc- 
tions, which is the best thing that we can do up to that extent; 
but a thing that we might better do in a good many instances 
would be to include with those qualifications the qualification 
of the daughters of that sire, and I believe to-day, that the 
state of Wisconsin could well afford to do something to recog- 
nize that class of sire, to the extent that men will not turn 
them in to the butcher, which puts an end to their existence 
at a very young age; to the extent that men will not allow 
these sires which possess that prepotency, that power of 
transmitting the most desirable characters and qualities to 
their offspring, will not permit them to go to other states. 
We find instances of that very frequently as we are travelling 
through the state of Wisconsin. At a fair in northern Wis- 
consin this fall, a beautiful dairy sire, pure bred, was lead into 
the show ring, along with him were a group of his daughters, 
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exceptionally fine individuals, which led me to believe that 
there was a sire that perhaps was worth thousands of dollars 
to that community, by being able to produce ‘the type of 
daughters that were produced in that community by him. 
The owner had contracted the butcher to take that animal 
to the shambles at the close of that fair. There was no one 
there appreciated him well enough to pay $100, the price the 
butcher was paying, to continue his use in that community 
and it seemed to me a crime. In another instance where | 
have visited a herd, one of the best herds of a given breed 
that we have in the state, there is a mark of prepotency on the 
part of a sire, as you look over the young animals of the herd. 
That animal was offered for sale because of the necessity of 
making a change. No one in Wisconsin appreciated him, and 
he went over into Minnesota, and Minnesota to-day is getting 
the benefit of that animal which ought to be doing service in 
Wisconsin. And we observe these things as we travel about 
through Wisconsin. As I say, | believe that the state of Wis- 
consin could well afford to do more than it is doing to-day for 
the preservation of these sires that develop and prove them- 
selves able to do perhaps more than any other thing in the 
maintenance of breed excellence. 


I am discussing this matter this afternoon before this 
Association, representing the Guernsey Breeders’ Association 
of Waukesha, and representatives of other breed associations 
in this county, for the reason that we have lots of respect for 
the growth and the development and the power which is back 
of your associations. These associations have gained a dignity 
and a power which I believe, if they appreciate that very fact 
that I have just mentioned with reference to doing all that 
is possible for the preservation of these tested and bred for 
production sires, that we can have state aid, if necessary, we 
can have some aid, we can have the sentiment at least, that 
will help people to appreciate better these bred for production 
and tested sires. 


This subject is going to be discussed at our farmers’ course 
on the day of our livestock breeders’ association meeting, and 
it is hoped that there will be a strong delegation from every 
county, with ideas on this subject, that will help that meet- 
ing to develop something in the form of a resolution that will 
lead to some action along this line. And I am here this after- 
noon to say that I believe the state of Wisconsin, with all the 
progress it has made, standing foremost of all the dairy states 
in the United States, can very well afford to sacrifice con- 
siderable in order to be the first state to take some definite 
action along that line. I thank you. (Applause) 

President: Gentlemen, I hope you will not pass out, 
especially the board of directors, which meets upon the close 
of this meeting. 

The board of directors will meet immediately upon ad- 
journment of this meeting for election of officers. 

I want to call attention to a few things. Immediately upon 
the adjournment also we will be glad to receive membership 
fees. We are just opening another year, Gentlemen, and we 
want the same loyal support and the same unselfish support 
that we have had in the past, to make the Waukesha Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association still larger and stronger than it is 
to-day. Waukesha County cattle are being shipped all over 
the United States, and we want to have them to continue to 
be so shipped, and we want a still larger demand, and we 
want still more breeders to begin breeding Guernseys among 
us, because we do not anywhere near raise enough to supply 
the demand. And these breeders who are beginning, may find 
it hard sometimes, and they may sometimes think an animal 
does not sell quite quick enough. We wish them to notify 
the officers and have them keep in mind that they have some 
animals to sell, and you can rest assured your animals will 
sell sooner than you think. I have seen the time that I had 


six and nine bulls, and I was afraid the market was going out 
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on Guernsey bulls, and in a short time, instead of having six, 
I might have none, and be wishing | had more. They may 
not move as quick as you think they might, but they are just 
as good as cash in the bank. 

Another thing I want to mention is the livestock associa- 
tion. That is a great way of advertising our livestock to the 
state. Last year a large number of our members joined, and 
when you got the booklets you noticed a long list of members, 
something like twenty-five or thirty. There were more 
Guernsey members from Waukesha County than any other 
county in the state,not leaving out any other breed, and we 
want to be the same in 1914, when the pamphlet is issued, 
1 just call your attention to those things. 

The board of directors must not forget that we will meet, 
possibly in the room adjoining here, for the election of officers, 
immediately after the meeting. 

Please come forward and pay your fees, so we can have a 
good clean bill of health next year. Last year we only had 
eleven who had not paid their dues; next year let us have it 
so that there will be not a single member who has not paid 
his fees. So if we have just an even hundred paid-up members 
that money will be in the treasury, and there will be no com- 
plaint to present next year. 

We will now have the last number on the program, which 
is a duet by Mrs. Evangeline Olson, Miss Vinette Mishler 
and the accompanist, Miss Antoinette Kuehn.
